Macdonald 
fold reporters the government 
likely will consider any inter¬ 
ruption longer than fiO days 
serious enough to institute ra¬ 
tioning. 

The government would have 
to decide what energy sup¬ 
plies are essential and ration 
on that hasis.

Meanwhile, itje U.S. House 
of Representatives over¬ 
whelmingly approved a hill 
Wednesday to require Pres¬ 
ident Nixon to impose ration¬ 
ing on production and whol- 
sesale distribution of crude oil 
and all refined petroleum 
products, and to forbid their 
.export. 

It is inaccurate. Macdonald 
said, to say Canada supports 
Israel. However, any oil boy¬ 
cott by the Arab nations 


directed at the North Ameri¬ 
can continent would affect 
Canada. 

.lust after he spoke, the 
Arab nations announed an im¬ 
mediate .'> per rent cut on all 
oil exports to the 11.S. and 
other countries supporting 
Israel. 

Sending western Canadian 
crude to eastern markets, 
normally dependent on 
foreign oil, would depend on 
how many tankers were avail¬ 


able to transport the oil. The 
oil pipeline from western Can¬ 
ada stops at Toronto. 

Earlier, Macdonald told the 
Commons that crude oil re¬ 
serves will last about 45 days 
if supplies to eastern markets 
are cut off. There would he 
enough heating oil to keep eas¬ 
tern consumers going for 
about 100 days. 

He said a meeting would be 
held soon, possibly Friday, 


with oil industry sjiokesman 
to discuss contingency plans. _ 

The government wants to 
gel the views on various Ca¬ 
nadian oil exporters. Il also 
hopes to get an up-to-date pic¬ 
ture of what, assurances in¬ 
dustry spokesmen can offer 
on holding back on price in¬ 
creases to domestic con¬ 
sumers. he said. 

The government announced 
Sept. 4 that it would seek a 
voluntary price freeze from 


oil companies as an anti-infla¬ 
tion measure. 

Macdonald also lold the 
Commons that alternate natu¬ 
ral gas supplies still are heing 
sought in Alberta to avert a 
possible winter shortage in 
British Columbia. 

Until this is determined, no 
decision would be made on 
whether to reduce gas exports 
from B.C. to .protect domestic 
users. The National Energy

The current strike on the 
R.C. Railway could lead to 
the collapse of the forest in¬

The Socreds were refused 
permission to hold an emer¬

Herb Wheat, president of 
the Island milk producers' or-, 
sanitation. sai,d in Nanaimo 
Wednesday that his group is 
seeking an increase of $2 
above the board price of 
510.23 pet’ hundred pounds of 
milk to help offset recent in¬ 
creases in the price of hay 
and grain fed to dairy cattle. 

Wheat said that based on 
feed prices in October. 1972, 
and the corresponding month 
this year, farmers have lost 
an average of 51.400 per 100 
rows in the 12 months. 

In a telegram to Premier 
Barrett and Agriculture Min¬ 
ister Dave Stupich, the associ¬ 
ation said that it is not. only 
Island farmers but also their 
mainland counterparts who 
are "up in arms" over the sit¬ 
uation. 

The losses, outlined for the 
month of October. Wheat 
added, have been continuous 
since the first of July and he 
blamed strikes and other 
labor troubles for the in¬ 
creases. 

He said the Island farnjers 
will "pull the plugs from their 
tanks and let the milk run 
into the ground" unless some¬ 
thing is done immediately. 

Wheat's wife underlined the 
need for a price increase by 
saying she knew of one dairy 
family in thife*arca which re¬ 
ceived its monthly milk che¬ 
que and "it failed to cover thp 
feed bill, let alone provide for 
the necessities of-life frm thp 
family.” 

She contends it is the -midd¬ 
lemen trucker*. dayy em¬ 
ployees and .others who 
have gained from recent re¬ 
tail milk price increases and 
that "over the year, very lit¬ 
tle of this money has seeped 
hark to the producers." 

In a brief interview from 
Victoria Wednesday.

CASTRO DIRECTS OPERATION 

Embassy Captives Free 


HAVANA (Reuter) 
Cuban security men directed 
by Prime Minister Fidel Cas¬ 
tro freed the French and Bel¬ 
gian amhassadors Wednesday 
after they had been held hos¬ 
tage for 24 horn's by an anti- 
Castro gunman. 

The kidnapper, a Cuban in 
his 30*. was reported shot and 
wounded in the rescue opera¬ 
tion. He had threatened to kill 


himself and the two diplomats 
unless he was granted a safe- 
conduct flight from Cuba. 

French Ambassador Pierre 
Anthonie/, and Belgian Am¬ 
bassador Jean Somei+iausen 
were unharmed. __ 

The end of the ordeal for 
both diplomat* came when 
Anthonioz returned from the 
foreign ministry where, act¬ 
ing as go-betweens, he had a 


round of talks with Cuban of¬ 
ficials on the kidnapper * de¬ 
mands. 

Sources In the embassy said 
the ambassador knocked on 
the door of Iris office where 
the kidnapper was keeping his 
other hostage and identified 
himself. 

When the man of»ened the 
door, seven or eight security 
men stormed in and ovarpmv- 
ered the kidnapper.

Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban said at the 
United Nations Wednesday that if Israel’s security is 
guaranteed, the government is prepared to make “the 
most substantial compromises” in an effort to achieve 
a final peace settlement with the Arabs.

He stressed that there must 
he a separation between « 
ceasefire and negotiation* for 
a settlement. 

"If you want to *»y to ns 
what will we give in return 
for a ceasefire, we wall give a 
ceasefire,” Eban told report¬ 
ers. 

"if you want to know what 
we will give for peace, then 
w-e will certainly be ready for 
the most substantial emnpm- 
mises, provided, of course, 
that our basic security ** not 
affected." 

The United State* and the 
Soviet Union have engaged in 
extensive discussions in the 
-last few days in effort* to find 
a solution to the Middle East 
conflict, it was learned 
Wednesday in Washington. 

U.S. official* are known to 
feel that the discussion* have 
not reached the point of spe¬ 
cific language for a solution. 
Rut they believe there ha* 
been a change in the diplo¬ 
matic situation. 

The talk* apparently have 
taken place between Secre¬ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger 
and Anatoly Dobrynin, the So¬ 
viet. ambassador to the United 
States. 

Among the possibilities 
coming from the U.S.-Soviet 
discussions are a ceasefire in 
place of a return to the bound¬ 
aries existing before the Arab 
attack nearly two weeks ago. 

Meanwhile, President Nixon 
met with the foreign minister 
of four Arab nations Wednes¬ 
day and proclaimed after¬ 
ward that a Mideast peace 
"can and will and must he 
achieved.” 

Eban would not elaborate 
on possible compromises, and 
noted Mr*. Medr’s statement: 
to the Israeli parliament 
Tuesday. She said no cease¬ 
fire proposal had been re¬ 
ceived from the Arabs, and 
that "we shall say ye* or no 
when we «ee it.” 

The foreign minister did not 
make clear whether Israel 
would accept a ceasefire 
free/jng current battle line*. 

In Paris, President I^eopold 
Senghor of Senegal said 
Wednesday the Israeli pre¬ 
mier had written him that

Trudeau’s China Visit 
Scores in Many Areas 


HONG KONG (CP) — 
Prim* Minister Trudeau flew 
out of China Wednesday, end¬ 
ing a seven-day visit whieh, 
he hopes, will usher in a new 
era of Canadian-Chinese rela¬ 
tions. 

The lull effect of this first 
visit to China by a Canadian 
prime minister will take 
years to assess, but there is 
little doubt the leaders of both 
countries developed a far 
closer personal relationship 
as a result of the trip. 

Trudeau comes home with a 
new bilateral trade agree- 
signed with dozens of other 
countries — and verbal agree¬ 
ments to exchange delega¬ 
tions from a wide variety of 
fields. And in 11 hours of of¬ 
ficial talks with Premier Chou 
En-lai, along with even more 
time on an informal basis, the 
prime minister says he has 
established a more closer re¬ 
lationship and understanding 
than existed before. 

Officials accompaning Tru¬ 
deau — there were more than 
20 _ were particularly de¬ 

lighted with the business por¬ 
tion of the trip. The agree- 
m * n t, providing "most- 
lavored-natian” tariff treat¬ 
ment to goods exchanged be¬ 
tween the two countries, 
doesn't automatically mean, a 
boost in trade.

Stanton said in a letter to 
U.S. District Judge Walter I!. 
Hoffman of Norfolk. Va., that 
"Mr. Agnew would have us 
believe that his plea of nolo 
contendere, which you de¬ 
scribed at the time as fully 
equivalent to a plea of guilty, 
has been coerced.” 

“If this assertion by him is 
true, then obviously justice 
was not done in your court¬ 
room," said Stanton’s letter, 
made public Wednesday. 

Referring to the televised 
sjieech Monday night in which 
Agnew insisted he was in¬ 
nocent of wrongdoing^ Stanton 


said. “Any questions that the 
American people might have 
ought to lie answered fully in 
a courtroom rather than in a 
television studio.” 

Agnew “now appears 1o be 
denying the validity of his 
own voluntary statement last 
week in open court” when he 
pleaded to a single charge of 
income tax evasion in an ar- 
vangement with justice de¬ 
partment not to prosecute him 
on other charges, Stanton 
said. 

“I^et Mr. Agnew's accusers 
come forward and he cross- 
examined." Stanton wrote. 
“Let Mr. Agnew himself sub¬ 
mit to cross-examination if he 
and his lawyers are willing to 
risk this course. Let the trial 
judge . . . be free — in the 
event that Mr. Agnew is con¬ 
victed — to impose a new sen¬ 
tence.”

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420,000 Without Work 


H ERE WE no AGAIN with another mix of 
figures Statistics Canada comes up with 
each month on employment and lack of same. 
It’s an extra heavy one this time. Some sections of 
the country are not straining as much as others, 
but the over all burden is a back-breaker no matter 
how it is grasped. There isn’t the pain, perhaps, in 
picking up the actual numbers of employed and un¬ 
employed as in. taking hold of the "seasonally ad¬ 
justed” rates, but the weight is far beyond what 
Canadians should be trying to cope with. 

More than 420,000 out of work in a country 
with a labor force of 9,219,000 isn’t something that 
can be tossed around even though Finance Minister 
John Turner seems to take it lightly. Comparisons 
with other months and years can be made, and Mr. 
Turner can talk almut the 470,000 new jobs that 
were created between September of last year and 
this. He can point out that this is an increase of 5 
per cent. And he can stress as much as he wants 
that the 6 per cent unemployment rate of Sep¬ 
tember is on a seasonally adjusted basis. All these 
things are significant, no doubt. 

But that isn’t of any importance to the 420,000 
without jobs. 

Mr. Turner 'dan continue to Insist that the 
economy is in good shape, which may be puzzling 
to more people than Opposition Leader Robert 


Stanfield, who is asking how an 8.5 per cenfjnfla- 
tion rate associated with a 6 per cent unemploy¬ 
ment rate has been accomplished. 

And Mr. Turner can go on predicting a 7 per 
cent rate of economic growth this year. 

But there still are those 420,000. 

Mr. Turner wont face them, though. He 
admits he does not look at the unemployment sta¬ 
tistics in terms of the specific number of people 
without work, but at other columns in the figuring, 
like the new jobs listings. 

It is all very well to look for the blighter side, 
but to say he has found it isn’t helping people look¬ 
ing for work. 

To them, Mr. Turner doesn’t make sense. The 
jobless rate dropped down to jk.'l per cent in the 
"good old days” of the first topr months of this 
year. In June it rose to 5.3 per rent which was an 
ominous sign. This is a month in which the rate 
usually drops. That was the beginning of a trend. It 
jumped to 5.5 in July and added that half a per¬ 
centage point in September. 

To those 420,000, if not a large percentage of 
the employed, Mr. Turner and his colleagues are 
displaying what The Toronto Star described earlier 
as “blind irrationality ... in sticking with the old- 
hat methods of manipulating the economy.” The 
time has long passed for a change. 


Wait for It 


O PPOSITION LEADER Robert Stanfield is re¬ 
ported to have expressed mild approval of 
Finance Minister John Turner’s announcement of a 
6.6 per cent “inflation index” increase in 1974-in¬ 
come tax exemptions and tax-bracket limits. He 
has been cited as saying that he is not happy with 
some details of the plan but that since he was the 
author of it, he supposes he should be forgiven for 
saying that it is a good idea. In fact, he should go 
farther and recall why, before the last election, he 
pushed the concept of increasing tax exemptions to 
compensate for inflation. n 

Mr. Stanfield’s proposal was at first rejected 
by the government as something that couldn’t be 
done, but it was picked up in slightly altered form 
by the finance minister after the Liberals’ close 
brush with election disaster and introduced in his 
budget speech last February, later to become in¬ 
come tax law. Its first application will be to next 
year’s income. And, unfortunately, the purpose of 
the Opposition leader’s plan will not be served at 
once in full. 


Max Saltsman, financial critic in the Commons 
for the New Democrats, has termed Mr. Turner’s 
move “an illusion” and a “silly proposal ... that 
doesn’t really make any difference” because if the 
government finds that it does not have enough 
money next year because of the estimated $400 


million reduction of income tax revenue, it will just 
increase tax rates. 

Exactly, and that, as we remember it, was 
what Mr. Stanfield had in mind. He proposed to 
make the government more honest. 

The government, he argued at the time, could 
rake in constantly rising income tax revenue, con¬ 
tinually increasing taxes, without raising tax rates, 
because of inflation. Canadians generally were 
earning more dollars each year, but more dollars of 
depreciated value. In doing so they were climbing 
into the tax brackets in which the government 
would take a bigger percentage of their money. 

But with an inflation index system, the gov¬ 
ernment would have to come out into the clear; it 
would have to raise the tax rates to gain the same 
additional revenue as inflation was giving it behind 
the pretence of the government holdingthe line. 

Before anyone starts rejoicing, therefore, it 
will be as well to consider that what is proposed hy 
Mr. Turner is not a tax reduction next year for 
most people, not as compared with this year’s 
taxes, but a reduction in the higher taxes they 
would pay next year if this year’s system were re¬ 
tained. And if the government needs the $400 mil¬ 
lion it would get without the inflation offset in 
1974, it will be a case of the good news now, the 
bad news then. 


French Shopkeepers Championed 
Rebel Minister

Napoleon Is supposed tn 
have called the British a na¬ 
tion of shopkeepers. But the 
average British visitor is 
more likely to return the com¬ 
pliment to the French. In a 
country where neither bread 
nor newspapers are delivered, 
it is just as well the city- 
dueller rarely has to walk far 
before he finds a cluster of 
small shops, usually one-man 
or family businesses, open for 
amazingly long hours and 
providing atmosphere, if noth¬ 
ing else, for free. 

*-★ • ★ k 

There are at least half-a- 
million such small shops in 
France. But recently they 
have been seriously squeezed 
by supermarkets and by the 
even* more dinosaur-1 ike "hy¬ 
permarkets”, as big as air¬ 
craft hangars and providing 
every commodity under the 
sun. Fifteen years ago there 
were no supermarkets in 
France. Now there are more 
than 2,000 — at one point, they 
were springing up at the 
average rate of one a day — 
and 200 hypermarkets. The 
outskirts of any French pro¬ 
vincial town, with its strip of 
stores and parking lots, look 
more and more like a slice 
of the American Middle West. 

The French take to such 
m odern conveniences with 
great enthusiasm. According 
to a recent opinion poll, 65 per 
cent of the sample questioned 
would like to live near a hy¬ 
permarket, and 78 per cent, 
believe them to be "necessi¬ 
ties of modem life." 

★ > ★ 

Nor is the supermarket 
merely a playfhing. It saves 
money — and in an inflattion- 
ridden, price-conscious 
country which never had any 
truck with resale price main¬ 
tenance this is a powerful ar¬ 
gument. In France, thf* same 
tube of itootopa.se may cost 
1.65 francs in one shop and 
2.95 francs in another. 

A recent survey of a "shop¬ 
ping basket" of 21 items 
showed that supermarket cus¬ 
tomers saving an average of 
13 per cent on their pur¬ 
chases. As the small shop¬ 
keepers pointed out, the 
"shopping basket” didn’t, in¬ 
clude any item* like fresh 
meat,., fruit or vegetables.

'Ihe law itself may seem in¬ 
nocent enough, though it has 
so far attracted mare than 500 
amendments. It proposes to 
ease the tax burden of the 
small shopkeeper and to in¬ 
crease his pension. In both 
departments, the salaried 
worker is often better than 
the petit bourgeois. More con¬ 
troversially, M. Royer wants 
to establish local commis¬ 
sions, on which the small 
shopkeepers will*be heavily 
represented; to grant or ref¬ 
use permission taf the open¬ 
ing of new supermarkets in 
n 'i towns. 

In theory, everyone agrees 
that one must find some mid¬ 
dle, ^way. between reducing 
France to a concrete jungle of 
supermarkets end indefinitely 
propping up Inefficient little 


enterprises. But M. Royer — 
previously known to the 
French public as a censor of 
sex films and denouncer of all 
sorts of permissive wicked¬ 
ness — has managed to put 
people’s backs up. He is 
tireless, faultless and emin-~ 
ently tactless. 

He constantly threatens to 
resign if his law is not passed, 
and publicly blames his col¬ 
leagues for the small shop¬ 
keepers’ difficulties. "No 
doubt about it, toe minister of 
finance doesn’t like you,” he 
told an outraged provincial 
audience in his whistle-stop 
lour (57 meetings in the last 
two months.)

"AJ| I am doing," M. Royer 
has said, "is cementing na¬ 
tional unity through toe mid¬ 
dle class." For liberals am! 
capitalists alike, it seems 
something more alarming 
than that. Carrefour, the 
biggest supermarket group, 
has taken space in all na¬ 
tional newspapers to adver¬ 
tise toe cheapness and conve¬ 
nience of its shops, and to cri¬ 


ticize M. Royer’* bill. The fi¬ 
nance minister, M. Giscard 
d’Estaing, apart from resent¬ 
ing personal attacks, is said 
to be convinced that super¬ 
markets’ lower prices are 
genuinely an ally against in¬ 
flation.

And furthermore, he be¬ 
lieves, if it ever came to com¬ 
pulsory price control, the su¬ 
permarkets would be easier to 
"police” than 500,000 tiny con¬ 
cerns.

"I think the government 
may be in for a surprise in 
the election, awakening too- 
late to its dang^ — because 
people, toe ordinary working 
taxpayer, toe voter, toe man 
down toe street, have been 
getting pretty upset.” 

Root of toe problem, he 
went on, was "the very phi¬ 
losophy of this government in 
not only subscribing to toe 
crazy proposition that 'every¬ 
body is free to do his own 
thing,’ but paying for its 
doing with tax funds, no mat¬ 
ter how nutty or even perilous 
it may be.” 

He was right, too. 

The government was sur¬ 
prised by the election in 
being cut back from a com¬ 
fortable majority 155 seats to 
an uncertain 109 minority'. 

So how about next time 
around, whenever the election 
comes, possibly this winter, 
almost certainly next spring? 

Nothing has changed, says 
Ralph Stewart. 

★ * * 

"Driven by tiny minorities, 
toe government still buys the 
'anything goes line' and 
forces toe helpless taxpayer 
to pay for it,” declares the 
Liberal MP who is chairman 
of the Commons Committee 
on Broadcasting and the Arts.

So is the government, "un¬ 
responsive this year as it was 
last," in for another election 
"surprise"? 

Ralph Stewart doesn't think 
so. Because while still going 


for the "kooky,” toe adminis¬ 
tration has been "responsive 
in pensions, family allow¬ 
ances, tax reductions, and 
other things to the big majori¬ 
ty.” 

He thinks now the govern¬ 
ment is "safe,” but it could 
be a lot safer if it dumped 
"toe nutty stuff.” 

Ralph Stewart a crank? 

His riding jjoesn’t think so. 
Last election it doubled his 
majority "hen most Ontario 
Liberal MPs were losing their 
seats, or hanging on by their 
fingernails.

New Role for the Windmill 

1 


A group of European scien¬ 
tists has reinvented the 
windmill as an alternative 
source of power to nuclear re¬ 
actors or declining fossil 
fuels. 

'Hie scientists have built a 
windmill generator on the 
German island of Sylt capable 
of supplying five families with 
electric power, including heat¬ 
ing. According to toe group 
leader. Walter Schoenbail^he ronverf the slow 

new windmill is more than __-j _, tl _ t _ 

twice as efficient as earlier 
designs. 

Already, he says, its gen¬ 
erating costs are competitive 
with fossil fuels. As the costs 
of oil Increase, the windmill’s 
advantages will become more 
clear-cut. 

There have been frequent 
attempts to revive the wind¬ 
mill, none so far successful. 

But toe Sylt windmill has two

improvements over the earli¬ 
er efforts. 

Instead of a single rotor, it 
has two which rotate in op¬ 
posite directions. The electric¬ 
ity generator is mounted on 
the axis between toe two 
rotors to take advantage of 
the high relative speed be¬ 
tween them. ThL» eliminates 
' the need f6r gear wheels to 
rotational 
speed of the rotor into a much 
faster speed to drive the gen¬ 
erators — saving money and 
increasing efficiency. 

The second advantage is an 
improved rotor design, using 
advanced aerodynamic princi¬ 
ples. As a result of these dev¬ 
elopment*, says Mr. Schoen- 
ball, the windmill has already 
shown increased efficiency of 
more than 60 per cant, and i* 
expected to achieve 80 per 


cent in ihe next series of 
tests. 

Thp prototype has been 
working since toe middle of 
July. It is designed to produce 
70 kilowatts, a minute output 
by comparison with conven¬ 
tional power stations. And its 
cost — aroOnd $50,000 
makes the electricity it gener¬ 
ates Idirly expensive. But Mr. 
Schoenball believes that as 
the world’s oil reserves de¬ 
cline. the windmill will come 
Into its own, particularly in 
remote areas or in developing 
countries. 

"The next stage in the pro- ' 
gram is to collect some 
money to build a pre-produc¬ 
tion mod£l." Mr. Schoenball 
aaid the other day. "Then we 
can design a version for in¬ 
dustrial production and atari 
selling.” 


Mr. Schoenball. who works 
for the Intergovernmental 
Committee for European “Mi¬ 
grations, admits he is no engi¬ 
neer himself. But he brought 
together a group of experts to 
design toe windmill two 
Swiss engineers to design the 
generator and hub, a French 
expert for toe electronics and 
a West German to design toe 
rotor blades. All have so far 
worked for nothing, aad in¬ 
tend to continue that way. 
"We came together on an 
idealistic basis,” says Mr. 
Schoenball. 

What happens when there is 
no wind? According to Mr. 
Schoenball, that happens only 
on three days in toe month in 
most parts of the world. And 
the poWer generated on windy 
days can be used to charge 
accumulators for use when 
the wind drops.

This past suTnmer I rediscovered something I had forgot¬ 
ten for many years the fascinating world of the night people.

When toe initial resentment about being "joed" to the qver- 
night trick because of my.youth died away, I began to enjoy 
the nights. 

Nights, and the people who work through them, are more 
relaxed. If the phone did ring, the caller was usually polite 
or a genial drunk who was calling a newsjraper office from the 
corner bar in order to settle a bet he had just made as to which 
horse had won toe Triple Crown in 1909. 

Three a.m. "lunches” were also more pleasant than Ihe 
conventional noon-hour .lunches, nr so I found. At noon a greai 
mass of people poured out of offices tn push and shove into 
the local beaneries. - 

At 3 a.m. there was no problem. I would wander to one of a 
half-dozen nearby bars without seeing anybody but the neigh¬ 
borhood cop. Who always said hello. 


Once inside the bar of my choice, there would be only a few 
people there — uncrowded, friendly people who had time to 
chat and swap stories. 

Even though the kitchen was closed, the barman had saved 
special sandwiches for his regulars. And prior to departure for 
the office he generally offered a drink on toe house. 

You didn’t get that kind of service in the raw light of noon. 

As I said, night people — those who genuinely prefer to 
work after dark were friendlier, mere out-going, more 
relaxed than-day people. 

And this summer, when I couldn’t sleep, I learned toi§ all 
over again as I sat on my porch and watched the night people 
go by. 

Groups would stroll by and leave a trill of laughter Tn thF 
air. How many people do you hear laughing out loud on a day 
street? They walked nlort slowly, and perfect strangers who 
spotted me sitting there would wave. 

It was nice Jo know that there are still people who look 
upon the night hours as toe friendly hours. 
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Political Fate of Kings, Presidents in Balance 


Defeat Could Doom Arab Leaders

The political (ate of three 
Arab kings and three pres¬ 
idents bangs in the balance in 
the Middle East fighting. 

This fourth Arab-Israeli 
conflict has unified the Arab 
world as the three earlier 
wars of 1948, 1956 and 1967 did 
not. But the outcome could 
leave widespread political dis¬ 
array among and within the 
Arab governments. 

Nine of the 18 nations of the 
Arab League already have 
sent troops to the two battle- 
fronts. They are Egypt, Syria. 
Iraq, Morocco, Jordan, Saudi 
Arabia. Kuwait, Algeria ami 
The Sudan. 


The other Arab nations 
have pledged their full sup¬ 
port to the battle on a lesser 
scale, with President Habib 
Bourguiba of Tunisia promis¬ 
ing troops and, if Israeli 
charges are to be believed, 
Col. Moammar Khaddafi of 
Libya committing at least 
some of his French-built 
Mirage jet fighters. 

But the risks the various 
Arab leaders have taken ye 
disproportionate. For at least 
six of them—Kings Feisal of 
Saudi Arabia, Hassan of 
Morocco and Hussein of Jor¬ 
dan and Presidents Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt, Hafez Assad 
of Syria and Ahmed Hassan 
Bakr of Iraq -an Israeli victo¬ 
ry could mean downfall. 


Sadat is the architect of the 
new Arab unity and of the 
battle plan which has sur¬ 
prised the world. An Arab vic¬ 
tory in the war will, of course, 
confirm his position as a lead¬ 
er of the Arabs exceeding 
even Egypt’s late Gamal 
Abdul Nasser—or Saladin. 

Sadat’s position will be ad¬ 
ditionally enhanced by the 
thus far half-hearted commit¬ 
ment to the war of Libya’s 
Khaddafi, who has claimed 
Nasser’s mantle but who 
almost certainly has forfeited 
it by his actions since the Oc¬ 
tober war began, pledging 
money but withholding troops, 
criticizing the battle plan and 
calling Hussein a "coward.” 
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It probably Is too soon -to 
state that an Israeli victory 
definitely would cost Sadat his 
.job. Nasser survived the de¬ 
feat of the 1956 war, as well 
as The 1967 war, fir^t resign¬ 
ing and then withdrawing his 
resignation as the result of 
"popular acclaim.’’ 

The Egyptian people proba¬ 
bly were willing to swallow 
even the humiliating military 
defeat of 1967 because of his 
earlier masterstroke in na¬ 
tionalizing the Suez Canal. 

Sadat’s brilliant military 
success in crossing the Suez 
Canal and driving the Israelis 
out of their vaunted Bar Lev 
Line has erased the humilia¬ 
tion of 1967 and given the 
Arabs back their pride. 

★ ★ ★ 

That accomplishment 
might enable Sadat to survive 
an eventual Israeli victory in 
the war. But he will be forced 
to accept the blame for any 


defeat and there are political 
enemies in Cairo willing to 
pick up the pieces of a shat¬ 
tered army and devastated 
economy in return for power. 

Syria’s Assad is in a more 
precarious jxwition than 
Sadat. He is not the leader 
but the follower in the battle 
and a defeat would bring him 
little personal glory despite 
the improved fighting per¬ 
formance of the Syrian army. 

There have been two recent 
coup attempts against Assad 
and he would be unlikely to 
survive another in the wake 
of a defeat by the Israelis. 

★ ★ ★ 

President Bakr of Iraq is in 
much the same position. Not 
only is there the memory of 
the coup attempt three 
months ago in which his de¬ 
fence minister was assassi¬ 
nated but he also would face 
the Kurdish rebellion with a 
much weakened Iraqi army. 


Of the kings, Jordan’s Hus¬ 
sein wefers the uneasiest 
crown. His cautious entry into 
the war by sending a limited 
number of troops to the Golan 
Heights fighting has won him 
his spurs in the Arab world 
but hardly to riotious ap¬ 
plause. 

★ * * 

The Palestinian commandos 
already have denounced him 
for doing too little and, unless 
he expects the Israelis to let 
his army off lightly in return 
for quiet along the 400-mile 
eastern front during the war, 
the king will not have an easy 
time in a postwar world in 
which his Bedouins have been 
soundly thrashed by the Israe¬ 
lis. 

The Fedayeen are all too 
ready to fall on the carcass of 
a defeated Jordan and throw 
out the king of the Hashe- 
mites. 

Morocco's King Hassan, iso¬ 


lated geographically from the 
direct confrontation with 
Israel, nevertheless has com¬ 
mitted his country >vh«le- 
heartedly to the Arab cause in 
this battle. Victory will give 
him new status among the 
Arabs east of the Maghreb. 

it * * 

A defeat, in a war he need 
not have entered, will dim his 
growing political stature at 
home. 

Despite recent progress 
there, two attempts have been 
made to assassinate Hassan 
In the past two years and he 
has yet to make peace with 
the political parties of Moroc¬ 
co who would be all too eager 
to see the monarchy 
overthrown. 

King Feisal of Saudi Arabia 
is something of a different 
case. He is likely to emerge 
as the elder statesman of the 
Arab world whatever hap¬ 
pens. 

He is supporting the war, 
both with troops and finan¬ 
cially, but hardly will draw 
the blame for a defeat. 


More likely, he will be seen 
as the conservative leader 
who cautioned against the 
w-ar but supported it due to 
his devotion to the Arab na¬ 
tion. 

Even Fe4sal is not im¬ 
mune, however. A plot 
against him was uncovered 
among the military two 
years ago and undoubtedly 
elements remain who will try 
again to overthrow him, given 
the impetus of a lost war.

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Thornton Wilder , at 76, Says: 

This Is An Exciting Age

“In a nutshell,” said Thornton Wilder, the fa¬ 
mous 76-year-oid novelist and playwright, “this is 
an age of transition. An age of transition is difficult 
for everybody — difficult for parents, difficult for 
children, difficult for you in the journalistic world. 
But it is an exciting age. Something is straining to be 
born.” 




If this is caus« for ‘ pes¬ 
simism, it has been lost on 
the author of such works as 
Our Town, The Skin of Our 
Teeth and the Bridge of San 
Luis Rey and the friend of F. 
Scott Fitzgerald, Ernest Hem¬ 
ingway and Gertrude Stein. 

"I am of an optimistic na¬ 
ture a grasshopiier," he 
said in an interview the other 
day. “I enjoy hopping around. 

Tbi happy every day. I don’t 
view with alarm every day. 
Having lived so long, I have 
seen many things. 

"All history has been trou¬ 
bled, but when you are in the 
kind of transition we are in 
now, the trouble is more ap¬ 
parent then at other times." 


Wt met in the lounge of the 
Algonquin. Wilder sat down 
gingerly rather than with the 
abandon of a grasshopper. He 
had recently come from a 
spell In the hospital for treat¬ 
ment of a bad back. 

"Sacroilliac,” he explained. 
"It’s called slipped disk now. 
It used to be called lumbago. 
It changes Its name every 30 
years.” 

Wilder’s first published 
writing appeared half a eentn- 
ry ago. His latest work, a 
novel called Theophilus 
North, a partly autobio¬ 
graphical story, is being pub¬ 
lished shortly. 

"I worked on the bok for 
one year — my 75th - April 
to April, after I thought I had 
laid down my pen,” he said. 


"It creative work difficult 
in the mid-70s?” I asked. 

"If you get a concentrated 
idea,” he replied, "all your 
writing blocks disappear. 
Writing at this age Isn’t hard, 
not if you have the right idea 
— an idea deeply relative to 
yourself. 

"Verdi wrote Otello at 78 
and Falstaff at 79. Picasso 
was a beaver until his death 
in his mid-80s. He kept his 
paintings in a back corridor 
because if he put all his work 
three a day — on the mar¬ 
ket, it would reduce the price. 
He was getting $25,000 a 
sketch.

"Sophocles at 90 was hauled 
into court by his grand¬ 
children, saying the old man 
was non-compos and might 
will his estate to somebody 
else.

"The new tastes were part¬

hound’s tooth. She was a 
laughing, joyous, affectionate 
human being, full of insights. 

"She had a gimlet eye for 
what die direction should be. 
’Is4hat adjective necessary?’ 
— you know, that sort of 
thing. Her influence was to¬ 
ward writing that is clean of 
extravagance and subjective 
tumult. 
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"When the new frankness of 
language came in I greatly 
approved of it because the 
19th century was a world of 
hush-hush for growing boys 
and girls. So now the new 
candor. 

"All things go by pendulum. 
From th$ hush-hush and un¬ 
speakable we are now in the 
open sea of candor. It has 
gone too far, but it was a very 
valuable corrective, and We 
are coming back lo equilibri¬ 
um. 

"You can already see the 
public is a little sick of re¬ 
vealing the animal impulses 
of man. 

"Well, it’s terrible' to gener¬ 
alize, but worse not to gener¬ 
alize. 


"It’s exciting to live in an 
age of confusion, and that is 
what we are now.. The bottom 
dropped out of our religious 
convictions, and that was like 
an earthquake in modern so¬ 
ciety. . Are there substitutes 
for traditional religion, you 
say? There are substitutes all 
over. 

“Even the hippie move¬ 
ment, if that is the right 
word, is quasi-religious in 


character. Now Hindu and 
eastern religion is pouring all 
through us. You are very iso¬ 
lated from what is happening 
if you do not know that. It’s 
getting into jazz. Sexual liber¬ 
ation is a part of what is 
going on. 


"Eastern religious strains 
are now heavy in the subcul¬ 
ture. Yale University has a 
meditation hall. Students can 
go for quasi-Buddhist reflec¬ 
tion. You’ll find similar things 
at Berkeley. 

"What you are crazy about 
In your teens is going to affect 
you in life. That is one of the 
subjecLs of my new book. 

"These people live without 
money, and they are building 
disciplines of themselves. The 
new movement is a criticism 
of materialistic society, and 
the parents are terrified. 
There are 100,000 runaway 
children In New York — run¬ 
away daughters and drop-out 
sons.” 

* ★ * 

What does Wilder make of 
that? He interpreted the phe¬ 
nomenon by means of a lusty 
gesture of thumbing his nose. 

"It’s a revolt against the 
-country,’ 1 he said. "They-- 
don’t want to go to war or to 
an office. Life has better 
things than that. I don’t pass 
judgments. I am a watcher, 
not a judge. 

"I do believe in perpetual 
modification of the basic re¬ 
ceived ideas of society, a con¬ 
stant reform. This phenome¬ 
non is part of that. 

"The base of family life Is 
advice. The young today will 
not take the advice of their 
parents’ generation. 

"The 19th century child was 
brought up on duty, and duty 
means obedience to the norms 
of the parents’ view, and that 
is being swept clean away. A 
similar phenomenon occurred 
in all countries of Europe 
after the French revolution.” 

* * ★ 

Wilder has to tke care of 
becoming over-tired, and he ' 
had to be getting along. He 
was just in New York on 
visit. He lives in Hamden, 
Conn., near enough to New 
Haven to do his work in the 
Yale University library. And 
relax at home witltetelevision 
at night? 

✓ "I don’t own a TV.” he 
said. "I have the newspapers. 
When big events come along, 
like the assassination of the 
president, I go to my neigh¬ 
bor’s and cadge an evening.”

“I don’t want to sound 
heroic,” he says. "But I don’t 
consider this a particularly 
risky operation.

BALTIMORE, Md. (AP) — A special course at Johns 
Hopkins University here includes filling out your death certif¬ 
icate, planning your funeral, visiting a mortuary and touring 
the state morgue. 

Texts include Death and the Modern Man and The Mean¬ 
ing of Death. 

The 24-year-old instructor for the graduHte-level course 
on death is the head of the religion and philosophy depart¬ 
ment of Baltimore’s Cardinal Gibbons High School. 

Stephen Vicchio, who taught a similar course last, year at 
the Baltirriore County campus of the University of Maryland, 
said "I associated darkness and mystery with death,” adding 
that he continued to have unhealthy thoughts about death 
until he picked up Dr. Elizabeth Kubler-Ross’ hook On Death 
and Dying in 1970. 

Vicchio said very few persons come to the class out of 
morbid curiosity. Most attend "because they really have 
fears, misgivings and apprehensions about death.”

William Kelly, who retired 
3' 2 years ago, told the Cana¬ 
dian Club Tuesday the 
RCMP’s 53 million fingerprint 
bureau in Ottawa is useless in 
many cases where the act is 
enforced. 

Under the act a person 
caught in a serious crime can¬ 
not be fingerpr 7 .ted but is 
given a ticket — much the 
same as a speeding ticket” — 
ordering them to appear for 
fingerprinting at a later date. 

"If the persons identifica¬ 
tion is false he’s as good as 
gone." 

Kelly, a self-appointed 
spokesman for the RCMP, 
said he “quarrels strongly 
with the House t>f Commons 
on this issue.” 

"I’m quite satisfied a case 
could be made against the 
government for obstruction of 
police if it was an individual 
instead of something like a 
corporate setup.” 

Kelly, who with his wife has 
written a book called the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Po¬ 
lice: A Century of History, 
was harsh on those criticizing 
the force. 

He said that of the 150.000 
cases handled annually for 
the last 10 years there have 
been only two which have 
‘caused the government em- 
barassment.” 

In one case members of the 


force questioned a western 
Canadian school boy on the 
political background of his 
parents and in the other, they 
wrongly dismissed a sailor 
from his job because they 
thought he had an uncle «yf 
questionable political leanings. 

He noted that the popularity 
of the RCMP in Canada and 
abroad has never been 
greater.

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Papers Notice Black Hanging in South Africa 


PRETORIA, South Africa 
(Reuter) — The recent hang¬ 
ing of 10 black men, nine of 
them murderers and the other 
a rapist, would at one time 
have passed almost unnoticed 
in a country which has ranked 
among the world's leading na¬ 
tions for executions. 

But the fact that their ex¬ 
ecutions—In two batches of 
five Sept. 15 and 25—was re¬ 
ported in the newspapers with 
details of their crimes was 
perhaps an indication not only 
that there are fewer execu¬ 
tions these days but also of 
slowly increasing public con¬ 
cern. 

The hangings brought to 33 
the number of people execut¬ 
ed so far this year—all of 
them black. 

This compares with a total 
of 46 the year before, 76 in 
1971 and 19 in 1968. At the 
same time, more people ini¬ 
tially sentenced to death have 
been granted reprieves—18 so 
far this year compared with a 
total of 12 in 1972. 

The law requires judges to 
impose the ultimate penalty 
In murder cases where there 
have been no extenuating cir¬ 
cumstances. 

For rape, child-stealing and 
armed robbery with aggravat¬ 
ing circumstances, the death 
penalty is available to a judge 
but not mandatory. It is the 
mandatory sentence which is 
most widely criticized. 

When the next parliamen¬ 
tary session begins in Febru¬ 
ary. the Opposition United 
Party intends continuing its 
campaign to repeal the com¬ 
pulsory sentence. 

The general bar council, 
which represents almost all 
advocates in the country, has 
called for the automatic right 
appeal for anyone sen- 


and sentenced him before he 
can appeal. 

Justice Joseph Ludorf 
added weight to the argument 
when he said: "The automatic 
right of appeal for death sen¬ 
tences would give great com¬ 
fort to judges when they were 
obliged to pass a sentence.” 

The present hanging laws 
have an active champion in 
eminent criminologist J. J. 
Labuschange, who says: 


"There is no proper alterna¬ 
tive to capital punishment. 
Without hanging. South Africa 
cannot effectively combat 
murder, robbery, rape, trea¬ 
son. sabotage and terrorism.'’ # 
On the other side of the* 
fence, an editorial in the Jo¬ 
hannesburg Star earlier this 
yeai* said: "The death sen¬ 
tence is barbaric and primi¬ 
tive and the grotesque gallows 
ritual that goes with it mocks 


a supposedly civilized age.” 

In 1971, Prof. Barend Van 
Niekerk of the University of 
Natal fonned^a^society for the 
abolition of the death penalty. 
He takes the view that* “it is 
only when whites arc hang$<f 
that whites are really made 
aware of the death penalty.” 

The last while rriafV to be 
hanged was Frnnciscus Vont- 
sleen, executed in October 
last year, for the murder of 


die husband of hia mistress- 
Thttefforts of his lawyers and 
family to have him spared 
made headlines and crammed 
the letters columns for days 
before his death.

The ratio of convictions fotf 
murder during the period waa 
seven non-whites to one white 
but the comparable figure for 
persons held in prison under 
sentence of death was more 
than 50 non-whites to one 
white.

NANAIMO — Amalgama¬ 
tion of Greater Nanaimo, into 
a city of nearly 50,000 people, 
now Is almost a certainty. 

A spokesman for the munic¬ 
ipal affairs department, Chris 
Woodward, told Nanaimo city 
^council this week that “when 
a vote is held on the question 


here, it will be on revised 
rules over the previous vote.” 

He said the vote will pass 
with a simple majority in¬ 
stead of the 60 per cent which 
was required in the 1969 bal¬ 
lot. which narrowly failed. It 
will he counted as one vote 
over the entire district rather 
than taking a poll in each dis¬ 
trict as was the case earlier. 


The 1969 vote failed by less 
than 50 votes. Lack of infor¬ 
mation on taxation and other 
important matters was 
blamed for the failure. 

Woodward said a 99- 
member committee will be 
formed, representing all peo¬ 
ple and levels of government 
in the area, to advise on such 
-matters as taxation, bounds-

ries, ways to handle local 
debt, a new system for elect¬ 
ing aldermen and other ques¬ 
tions. 

One of the big pluses In the 
plan, he said, is that the all- 
important tax base provided 
by the Hooker Chemical plant 
and the 550 million Harmac 
pulp mill, operated near here 
by MacMillan Bloedel, will be 
included in the new city. Both 
were excluded in the bounda¬ 
ries drawn before the 1969 
vote. 

Woodward could not say 
when the vote would be held 
but It is generally felt here It 
will be in either March or 
April. 

Questioned on the possibili¬ 
ty of the committee recom¬ 


mending agalflst amalgama¬ 
tion or the vote falling, the of¬ 
ficial said “then It Would be 
up to the minister (James 
Lorimer) to decide what 
would be done.” 

In the 1969 vote, residents in 
the present city of Nanaimo 
voted 85-per cent in favor of 
union while the chief objec¬ 
tors wore the residents of De¬ 
parture Ray, Wellington and 
Northfield.

Officials of B.C.’s Truck

the formula is sound, but are 
concerned its application may 
prove difficult. 

The formula abolished the 
old so-called 55-cent wood 
method of stumpage for 
smaller and poorer quality 
timber. Fifty-five cents was 
the price paid to the govern 
ment for each 100 cubic feet 
of such timber. The formula 
has been replaced with a new 
floor minimum of 51.10. The 
new rate Is expected to raise 
an additional 530 million an¬ 
nually. 

Other stumpage rates based 
on a sliding scale of the oper¬ 
ator's difference between cost 
and sale price have been 
broadened, but Mahood said 
the industry is concerned that 
higher rates may fail to take 
into account provision for ade¬ 
quate profits and return on 
invested capita}. 

“They conceded that this 


was a problem and they were 
going to do studies jiith a 
view to eliminating the im¬ 
pact of this system.” 

Williams said the govern¬ 
ment promised a review of 
the formula to ensure that 
marginal operators are dealt 
with fairly. However, he' did 
not promise the formula 
would be changed. 

Williams said Mahood had 
made a strong case for the in¬ 
dustry position. The Truck 
Loggers Association repre¬ 
sents 85 independent operators 
and 185 associated manufac¬ 
turing and supply companies.

record amount of profits into 
further expansions and acqui¬ 
sitions, the commerce depart¬ 
ment reports. 

Preliminary figures put the 
total book value of U.S. direct 
investments in Canada al dfie 
end of 1972 at $25.8 billion, a 7 
per cent Increase over the 
$24.1 billion reported a year 
earlier. 

Reinvested earnings ac¬ 
counted for $1,367 million of 
the I n c r e as e , nearly $300 mil 
lion more than the record 1971 
figure. 

Net capital outflows from 
the U.S. to Canada accounted 
for $380 million, about $100 
million higher than in 1971 but 
well below the record of $1,153 
million in 1966. 

The figures are contained in 
a detailed summary of U.S. 
direct investment in foreign 
countries, published in the lat¬ 
est edition of the depart¬ 
ment's monthly Survey of ■ 
Current Business. 

Throughout the world, U.S. 
direct investment was valued 
at $94 billion at the end of 
1972, up $8 billion or 9 per 
cent from 1971. Reinvested 
earnings accounted for about 
60 per cent of the increase, 
the first time since 1955 thal 
they have been larger than 
the net capital outflows. 

Leonard Lupo, the survey’s 
author. wtoIc that the in¬ 
crease in reinvested earnings 
"resulted from lx>th an un¬ 
usually large increase in the 
dollar value of earnings of in¬ 
corporated foreign affiliates 
and a sharp decrease in the 
proportion of earnings paid 
out by them as dividends."

of the Canadian Pulp and 
Paper Association, said that 
some in the ranks of manage¬ 
ment don’t understand the 
change in the attitudes of 
workers and feel theatened by 
the development. 

On the other side of the ne¬ 
gotiating table sit union lead¬ 
ers who, in many cases, he 
said, are extremely wary of 
innovative approaches that 
stress human values rather 
than tangible bread and but¬ 
ter items such as wage in¬ 
creases. 

Gross corn plained that the 
prevailing attitude of manage¬ 
ment still seems to be that 
people basically do not want 
to work and must be induced 
to do so through a carrot-and- 
stick approach. 

Gross cited many signs of a 
worker revolution, such as de¬ 
mands for a greater partici¬ 
pation in decision making and 
a rejection of formal leader¬ 
ship and authority. 

He said employees want 
more leisure time and aren’t 
as concerned as they were 
previously with economic se¬ 
curity and material success. 
They reject being compart¬ 
mentalized into a passive role 
in an increasingly complex so¬ 
ciety, he said. 

Gross added that profes¬ 
sionals, lower-middle manag¬ 
ers and technical administra¬ 
tive personnel are turning to 
unions for representation.

"Most executives and man¬ 
agers have yet lo understand J 
and accept (the) change in 
fundamental attitudes 
their reaction tends to be one 
of confusion, hostility and 
even anxiety, particularly 
when there is a sense of los¬ 
ing control and of being 
threatened through a loss of 
leadership." 

While this is the reaction of 
some, other members of man¬ 
agement ranks htfve em¬ 
braced behavioural sciences 
and awarded a high place to 
the personnel specialist in an 
attempt to come to grips with 
"people problems," Gross 
said. 

Varous researchers have 
said the wny to greater pro¬ 
ductivity is to be found by ex¬ 
amining and responding to the 
needs of individuals and re¬ 
conciling individual and group 
aspirations with corporate 
goals and policies. 

"Yet an spite of past 
progress and the freshened in¬ 
terest in the human relations 
factor in industry, we must 
conclude that, in total, or ef¬ 
forts in meeting the challenge 
of change have not produced 
evident, long-lasting success, 
but only superficial, transi¬ 
tory reactions.”

Welt. 

"The. decision of the Nobel 
eommUlee of the Norwegian 
parliament must appear in¬ 
comprehensible.

Tabbed Shocking 


TORONTO (CP) — A group 
of water safety researchers 
have found some startling sta¬ 
tistics concerning drowning in 
Canada. 

Each year there are about 
1.200 deaths by drowning in 
Canada — about one-third as 
many as die in traffic ac¬ 
cidents. 

About 83 per cent of the vic¬ 
tims are male and the worst 
age group is 22 to 33. 

The largest single cause of 
drowning, about 15.4 per cent, 
was falling from a stationaiy 
object. - 

Seven ibcdical and law stu¬ 
dents worked on a study of 
drowning this summer under 
the auspices of a $10,000 Op¬ 
portunities for Youth grant. 
Three of them spent two 
weeks In Ottawa studying in 
detail the statistics of 7,000 
drownlngs in Canada In the 
last five years. 


Joel Guberman, the project 
co-ordinator, considers him¬ 
self a strong swimmer and 
has expereince as a lifeguard. 

“I would think it inconceiv¬ 
able that I could drown if m? 
boat capsized 300 yards from 
shore,” he said. “Yet statis¬ 
tics tell me T probably 
would.” 

Some of the statistics used 
in the study are the result of 
research done by Guberman 
in Manitoba last summer. 

"There were some bizarre 
drownings,” he said!. "More 
than one baby drowned in a 
diaper pail. The number of 
bathtub deaths was enough to 
be shocking.” 

Th? group presented a re¬ 
port to Statistics Canada in 
September. It Included a sta¬ 
tistical picture of drownings 
as well as sections on medical 
and legal aspects.

* Passport 9 Allows 
Revenge on Waiters 


MOSCOW (Reuter) — A re¬ 
cent statement by the govern¬ 
ment newspaper Izvestia that 
not one of the 2.3 million 
tourists who visited the Soviet 
Union last year left it dissa¬ 
tisfied may have stirred odd 
memories in some visitors. 

The latest weapon to fore¬ 
stall complaints about slow 
service in Soviet restaurants 
is the introduction of tipping. 

Europe's largest hotel, the 
6.000-room Rossiya in Mos¬ 
cow; has introduced a compul¬ 
sory five-per-cent service 
charge in its nine restaurants, 
breaking with tradition in a 
country where tipping official¬ 
ly does not exist. 

Four per cent goes to the 
waiter and the other one per 


cent to the cooks. If the ser¬ 
vice is not up to standard, th.e 
hungry tourist can reach for 
the waiter's "passport” — 
lying within easy reach on 
each table. 

An unfavorable entry by the 
peeved client can cost the 
waiter as much as a whole 
month's bonus. 

Matvei" Krepostonl. the man 
who runs the giant hotel’s res¬ 
taurants, said complaints 
have become a rarity since 
the new system was in¬ 
troduced. 

Justifying the introduction 
of tipping in an interview with 
the newspaper Sovietskaya 
Rossiya, he explained that the 
average waiter at the Rossiya 
walks about 30 miles and car¬ 
ried a total weight of three 
tons during a shift. 


But there is jstill a sense of 
shame attached to the age-old 
custom of tipping with its em¬ 
phasis on the relationship be¬ 
tween master and servant. 

One Soviet citizen called the 
innovation at the Rossiya “an¬ 
other capitalist sore on our 
body.” But in most people’s 
experience here the strong- 
willed figure who sternly ref¬ 
uses a tip belongs to a vanish¬ 
ing race. 

In the Rossiya the tradi¬ 
tional tip Western tourists 
leave for die chambermaid is 
sweet-smelling soap. 

The tip is not actually hand¬ 
ed over but discreetly forgot¬ 
ten on the basin before the 
room is vacated. Western 
soap is highly prized here 
compared with acrid Soviet 
products.

Humble Man

as much as anyone could, who 
went father technically than 
anyone else had gone with a 
banjo and whose impeccable 
sincerity and kindly neigh¬ 
borliness made him scores of 
friends wherever he travelled. 

Scruggs first cradled a 
banjo when he was four years 
old, watching his older I 
brother and a local picker 
named Smith Hammett per¬ 
forming In rural Cleveland | 
county In the Piedmont sec¬ 
tion of North Carolina. 

That was in-the depression 1 
years, >in a pocket of America 
where it seemed to hurt most. 
In time, Scruggs was to learn 
Hammett's special ways of 
playing the banjo and work 
out a three-finger style that 
* today bears the Scruggs 
label. 


Teamed Up 

By 1945, Scruggs was a full 
fledged Opry star, and with 
the Foggy Mountain Boys and | 
Lester Flatt entertained regu¬ 
larly in Nashville and other 
towns along the country 
music road. 

Following the success of 
Foggy Mountain Breakdown, 
Scruggs and his sons Randy 
and Gary teamed up with | 
Josh Graves and Jody Maphis 
to form the Earl Scruggs 
Revue, touring the country 
from Florida to Washington I 
State and playing a brand of ! 
music that really has no 
name — a combination of 
bluegrass, country, folk-rock I 
and jazz. 

“It‘s something I’ve been ) 
wanting to do for a long time 
from several different stand- 
’ points,” Scruggs said in an in¬ 
terview. *Tve been of the na- | 
ture to try to learn new tunes. 

I like different types of mate- | 
rial, of classical and different 
types of jazz and soul. 

Books Group 

Along with Earl. Randy and | 
Gary, 15 - year - old Steve 
Scruggs tours now with the 
revue whenever he’s not in 
school, and Ma Scruggs — 
Louise — holds the purs* 
strings and books the group. 

’’I grew up liking the banjo | 
so well, and then to get to 
make it my profession,” Dari 
Scruggs said in his slow, 
drawling voice. "My father ; 
passed away when I was four. 
My one ambition I wanted in 
life was to live long enough 
for my boys to get big enough 
to understand death before,I 
passed away. 

"And now to be picking end 
look around and see them 
standing tall as a giant beside 
of me, there’s Just no words 
that I can find to explain how I 
it pleases me to be playing j 
with them.” 

Like his own family, his fa¬ 
ther’s family was close musi¬ 
cally, too. 

"We had a banjo, guitar, 
fiddle," Scruggs said. "My fa¬ 
ther played fiddle in a band. T 
don’t remember his playing 
but ...

Pollution, drought and the 
tT.S. energy crisis are all tied 
4n with the weather, and can 
(be more effectively dealt with 
as improved methods of 
weather forecasting become 
available. 

That's the assumption of an 
International group of meteo¬ 
rologists and oceanographers 
attending a seminar in Vjp- 
toria this week to explore the 
relationship between the sea 
and the weather. r v 

"The ultimate aim is not 
only to understand what 
causes climate aberrations, 
but to understand if well 
enough *to make accurate 
forecasts,' 1 said one of the 
seminar's leaders. Dr. 
Jerome Namias of the Scripps 
Institute of Oceanography in 
La Jolla, Calif. 

Namias, interviewed 
Wednesday after the semi¬ 
nar’s opening session, said 
that this year’s drought m 
sub-Saharan Africa is "a 
prime example" of climate- 
related problems that, if fore¬ 
seen, "man could take steps 
to deal witfHn advance." 

Extremes of air pollution 
could also be predicted with 
advance knowledge of atmo¬ 
spheric conditions and tem¬ 
peratures, Namias said. 

Improved long-range cli¬ 
mate forecasts would indicate 
temperature extremes which 
would likely make the Amer¬ 
ican energy crisis more 
severe. 

Namias eaid the specific 
purpose of the Victoria semi¬ 
nar — one in a series of three 
— is to "assess the present, 
state of understanding" of the 
role of the ocean in predicting 
climate. 

Scientists from eight coun¬ 
tries, meeting under the aus¬ 
pices of the U.S. National 
Academy of Sciences, will 
•pend four days exchanging 
Information and experimental 
data. At the end of the semi¬ 
nar they will make recom¬ 
mendations for further experi¬ 
ments. 

Namias said scientists are 
trying to develop a better 
understanding of the in¬ 
terchange of heat and energy 
between the ocean surface 
•nd the atmosphere. 

The ocean gives heat to the 
atmosphere, and the interac¬ 
tion is an important factor in 
the formation of storms or 
other weather systems, he ex¬ 
plained. 

Because the ocean moves 
slowly and conserves heat for 
long intervals, it is "a good 


candidate" for experiments to 
explain abnormal variations 
in the atmosphere. 

Namias says the subject is 
"an old idea" but it has be¬ 
come more popular in the 
past five years. 

"Until recently," he stated, 
"we didn’t have the sophis¬ 
ticated oceanography data 
and high speed computing 
systems that are available 
now. 

"It's still way off in the fu¬ 
ture, but we hope ultimately 


to make forecasts for months 
or even years ahead. 

"In time, it should be possi¬ 
ble to forecast the general 
character of % coming sea¬ 
sons." 

The seminar, being held at 
the Century Inn through Sat¬ 
urday, is part of the Interna¬ 
tional Decade of Ocean Explo¬ 
ration. Its panel consists of 25 
scientists from Canada, die 
U.S, England, Iceland. 
France, Denmark, East Ger¬ 
many and Japan.

‘Intolerable 9 
B.C. Courts 
Streamlined 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Pro¬ 
vincial courts here are to get 
a new, streamlined system of 
handling cases to correct an 
“intolerable” situation, says a 
senior judge. 

“We intend to institute a 
system new to provincial 
courts in Canada when our 
new courtrooms open at the 
end of November,” Acting 
District Judge l>es Bewley 
said in an interview. 

He said the new system at 
the 53-million, 16-courtroom 
provincial courthouse will be 
based on assigning each ac¬ 
cused person to a single 
-courtroom, where the case 
can be handled until its dispo¬ 
sition. 

The aim is to minimize 
delays caused by the antiquat¬ 
ed court system, now costing 
city taxpayers 5500,000 a year. 

Full Day 

“They, the courts, will know 
what they can handle — 
something'they do not know 
now," Bewley said. 

“Can you imagine a dentist 
with a full day of patients 
requesting each one to come 
in at 9:30 a.m., taking them in 
rotation and, when he has two 
left at 5 p.mi, telling them to 
come back tomorrow or in a 
week? 

“That is exactly what we’ve 
been doing irt the provincial 
courts." 

The judges decided that 
when the new building opens 
the time will be ripe to do 
something about what they 
have long considered an 
alarming waste of time and 
money. 

Do Something 

“There are many preventa¬ 
ble delays dealing with trials 
and it’s the responsibility of 
judges to take the initiative 
and do something about it," 
said Judge Bewley. 

The judge, citing statistics 
for more than two years, es¬ 
timated that 525,000 a month 
-- or an equal amount in days 


off — is lost on police 
witnesses alone because of 
trials which do not go on 
when scheduled. 

“The figure does not Include 
civilian witnesses’ lost pay, 
salaries and overhead.” 

He estimated that each day 
a trial is delayed costs the 
taxpayer 5300. 

The fees that clients pay to 
lawyers also increase, unless 
they have used legal aid, in 
which case the city taxpayer 
gets stung again. 

"Under the old system — or 
the system we are now under 

an accused person is sent 
to one of two chamber 
courts,” said Bewley. 

Fixes Date 

One of the chamber courts 
handles nothing but drug of¬ 
fences. The other handles gen¬ 
eral- offences, ranging from 
shoplifting to murder. 

“One judge in each instance 
on the first appearance will 
adjourn the case in his court 
until the accused or his law¬ 
yer fixes a date for a hearing 
or a trial. 

“Then the chamber judge 
sets the case for a trial or 
hearing in another court. 

“The chamber judges must 
work at such a rapid pace it 
was found that they set more 
trials than the courts could 
handle in a single day. 

“This, of course, meant 
delays.” 

Only Once 

The new system is designed 
to make delays minimal. 

The chamber courts will 
deal with an accused only 
once, accepting a plea or set¬ 
ting bail. After that the ac¬ 
cused will go to a designated 
courtroom. 

The judge noted that while 
judges are concerned about 
money lost due to police over¬ 
time in court, they are even 
more concerned about civilian 
witnesses, whom the provin¬ 
cial courts are not allowed to 
pay for their time.

Cholesterol Crisis Remains

ATLANTA (UPI) — While 
lie's not ready to take egg* off 
the breakfast table. Dr. 
Thomas Cooper says the 
cholesterol crisif of. the '60s is 
still with us. 

Cooper, director of the na¬ 
tional heart and lung.institute 
at Bethesda, Md., since 1968, 
says his agency hopes to have 
some definitive answers on 
the role of cholesterol in heart 
disease by 1977. 

“The concern ds just as 
great as it once was.” he 
said. 

Cholesterol, a fatlike sub¬ 
stance, is found in egg yolks, 
meats and some dairy prod¬ 


ucts. It, high blood pressure 
and cigarette smoking are 
known as high risk factors for 
men under 60, Cooper said, 
and that combination in¬ 
creases males’ chances of 
having a heart attack fivefold. 

CToopsjs. said he avoids using 
the term "hypertension” 
when discussing high blood 
pressure. 

The term Is deceiving, he 
said, because people think of 
it as anxiety or a nervous 
problem. “That leads them to 
think it will go away if they 
relax.” 

An estimated 23 million 
Americans — more than one 
out of 10 — have high blood 
pressure, and at least half of 


them don’t kow it, he said. 

About 60,000 Americans die 
annually as a direct result of 
high blood pressure, and more 
than half of the people who 
suffer heart attacks have it, 
Cooper said. 

A soon-to-be released study 
shows that getting patients to 
keep taking their medicine is 
a big problem, partly because 
many doctors tell them to 
stop for Jear of long-term side 
effects. 

"In acute disease it is rela¬ 
tively easy to persuade the 
patient to take the prescribed 
therapy since he is sick and 
as he takes the medicine he 
begins to feel better," Cooper 
said. 


"But here we are dealing 
with a person who 80 to 85 per 
cent of the time feels fit and 
fine. And yet we expect him 
to deny his apparent health, 
seek medical attention and 
lake ptlla which, at best, do 
not make him feel better and 
may even make him feel a lit¬ 
tle worse for a time.” 

The institute is trying to 
provide physicians with more 
information on long-term aide 
effects, the most common of 
which are tiredness, weakness 
and occasional fainting, Coo¬ 
per said. 

Checking blood pressure at 
a young age may be one of 
the keys to future control of 
the problem, he said.

In yesterday's column I 
gave the names and descrip¬ 
tions of some hyacinths suit¬ 
able for growing in the home, 
and in this connection I 
should point out that not all 
hyacinths are capable of 
adapting themselves to indoor 
culture. There is an old vari¬ 
ety called Yellow Hammer, 
for instance, which was a dis¬ 
mal failure with me every 
time I potted It up. 

This brings up andther 
question I am often asked: 
After blooming, can the bulbs 
of potted hyacinths be saved 
and grown again indoors an¬ 
other year? Well, it has been 
done, but I doubt whether it is 
worthwhile. 

You see, the bulbs have to 
get themselves plumped up 
again after the exhausting 
business of flowering, and 
means nursing the plants 
along for several months until 
the foliage dies down natural¬ 
ly. In all this time, the pota 
occupy precious sunny win¬ 
dowsill space, and with noth¬ 
ing to look at but plain green 
leaves. 

Before you go shopping for 
hyacinth bulbs, it would be 
wise to check up on what con¬ 
tainers you have available for

planting them, and plan your 
purchases accordingly. 

The common 3% to 4%-inch 
clay or plastic pot won’t take 
more than one bulb, making a 
rather meager display, but 
the shorter, wider "squatty” 
flower pota known as bulb 
pans will hold from three tp 
five bulba, depending on size. 

Hyacinths may be grown in 
ornamental china bowls, too; 
more about this form of cul¬ 
ture later. 

It is very important, when 
potting hyacinths, not to mix 
your varieties in any one con¬ 
tainer. If you were to plant, 
say, a blue, a white and a 
pink hyacinth all in one pot or 
bowl, they would come into 
bloom at different times. The 
white flower would probably 
be just about finished and 
turning brown before the blue 
one opened its florets, and at 
no one time would you have a 
really eye-catching display. 

On die other hand, a con¬ 
tainer planted up with three 
pink Lady Derby bulbs or 


three L’Innocence whites 
would all commence blooming 
at the same time, making a 
much more satisfying effect. 

Hyacinths are not the only 
bulbs which can be potted up 
for indoor bloom, of course, 
and I don’t think the winter 
scene can be considered com¬ 
plete without at least a few 
pots of tulips. Here again, 
some kindB are much more 
suited for indoor culture than 
others. 

Some 20 years ago, my fa¬ 
vorite tulip for growing in 
pots was the tiny Due Van 
Thol variety, standing only 
eight inches tall and beautiful¬ 
ly proportioned*. 

For some years now, 
though, I have been unable tlo 
find Due Van Thol listed in 
any of my bulb catalogues, 
and I have no idea why this 
excellent flower has been 
dropped from commerce 

It is important, in selecting 
tulip bulbs for potting up, to 
stay with the short-stemmed 
kinds, for the tall ones grow 


aven taller and floppier under 
indoor conditions. The type 
known as the Single Earlies 
are about the right propor¬ 
tions, and of these, I think my 
favorite is General De Wet, a 
glorious orange flower suffus¬ 
ed with gold, and probably the 
most fragrant of all tulips. 

Belkma is a good yellow, 
only 15 inches tall and sweetly 
scented. Christmas *Marvel is 
a cherry pink and very early; 
in fact, it has been forced into 
bloom in time for Christmas, 
hence its name. Keizerkruun 
is a grand old-timer, searlet 
with a yellow edge to its 
petals. 

The Double Early tulips, to 
my mind, lack the delicacy 
and refinement of the singles, 
with blooms more closely re¬ 
sembling a full-blown rose 
than the chaste goblet shapa 
of the singles. Against this, 
the doubles remain in bloom 
quite a bit longer, and are 
usually more fragrant. 

Of the doubles, I recom¬ 
mend William or Orange, soft 
orange flushed with coppery 
red; Mme. Testout, deep' 
pink; Murilla, white tinged 
with pink, and Scarlet Cardi¬ 
nal. very early and only 10 
inches tall.

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When a private company hires a key management man 
in a complex and competitive industry, it often makes the 
man promise not to take a similar job in another company 
for two or three years after he has left. 

This is to keep him from using his special knowledge and 
competence (not to mention trade secrets) for the benefit of a 
rival firm. It is a promise that ought to be elicited even more 
from key government officials than from private manage¬ 
ment. 

One of the most distressing things that has happened in 
our society is the way in which "regulatory” agencies of gov¬ 
ernment have tended to snuggle up to the very groups “and in-, 
terests they are supposed to watch. 

k k k 

Too many of the men appointed to such agencies take on 
the coloration of the industry they are obligated to scrutinize. 
Instead of being the guardians of the public interest, they 
turn into the willing tools of a special segment, and the laws 
are not enforced, or are enforced in a prejudiced and self- 
serving way. 

Then, after a couple of years of playing footsie, these of¬ 
ficials leave to take high-paying jobs in the very areas they 
were supposed to regulate. 

In the United States, some 2,000 military and naval of¬ 


ficers have been hired as expensive "consultants” by compa¬ 
nies dealing in defence contracts. 

Obviously, no government official above a certain level 
should be permitted to leave public service and enter the 
employ of a company or industry where his inside knowledge 
or influence would give it an unfair competitive edge. If he 
knows he can do this, he will be tempted to cuddle up to a 
company or industry he is supposed to be objective about. 
k k k 

Much of the "consumer revolt” we read about these days 
has been induced by the growing public realization that regu¬ 
latory agencies are not regulating properly, that bureaus are 
not nearly as responsive to the needs of citizens as they are 
tender toward the sensibilities of the private interests they 
handle. 

Cynicism is the most dangerous enemy of a democracy. 
The people will put up with a great deal so long as they feel 
that in the long run they wifl get a fair shake from their rep¬ 
resentatives in government But when the feeling becomes 
widespread that these representatives talk ohe way and act- 
another — then the constitutional fabric of society begins to 
dissolve faster than any radical action alone ebuid account 
for.

Illegal and devious strikes but such decent and patient 
people as mailmen and airport controllers are created not by 
"agitators” but by the disillusioning recognition that govern¬ 
ment will ignore their legitimate needs as long as it is possi¬ 
ble to do so, and until they put on the kind -of pressure it 
should not be necessary to exercise.

Oak Ray mayor Francis Kl¬ 
ford countered by saying that 
her territorial imperative 
"goes straight down Foul Ray 
Road." The road is the main 
dividing line between Victoria 
and Oak Ray. 

She said she agrees with 
Pollen that the unorganized 
territories and Esquimau 
should be amalgamated hut is 
against amalgamation of Oak 
Ray and Victoria. 

Ten years ago, the idea 
would have had merit, she 
said, because there were so 
many major problems not 
heing dealt with hy individual 
municipalities. 

Rut with the creation of re¬ 
gional boards, she said, the 
need for amalgamation was | 
obviated. 

\AU parts of the capital re , 
gion pay their fair share of I 


community regional services, 
she said. 

Other municipal fum-Tion*. 
such as health services, social 
services and municipal 
assessments will he added in 
time to the responsibilities of 
the regional government, she 
added. 

Ms. Klford argued against 
the amalgamafion of law en¬ 
forcement services saying it 
would not improve efficiency 


and would probably he more 
costly than thp present sys¬ 
tem. 

She also opposed amal¬ 
gamation or fire prevention 
services saying it’s unneces¬ 
sary; 

A reciprocal fire prevention 
Agreement l>etween the four 
municipalities is already in 
effect, she said. 

For example. Oak Ray pro¬ 
vided equipment, and men to 
Victoria's firefighting force 
during a recent gas explosion 
on Oak Ray Avenue, she said.

NEW YORK (AP) — Jac¬ 
queline Kennedy Onassis says 
that had President John F. 
Kennedy lived “He would be 
older now. and wiser, and he 
would still maintain his deep 
belief that problems can be 
solved by men.** 

“And so they must be," she 
adds in an essay in the No¬ 
vember edition of McCall’s 
marking the loth anniversary 
of her first husband’s assassi¬ 
nation. 

Mrs. Onassis says she does 
not dwell on the tragedy of 


Dallas, because “one must 
not let oneself be numbed by 
sadnoss — he would not have 
wished that." 

“What I think about the last, 
decade is how much we 
missed him in it," she adds. 
“I think of .lack—the bright 
light of his days . . . 

"When he came to the pre¬ 
sidency, it was a time when 
' the world seemed new 
when it was right to hope anil 
hopes could be realized . . . 
Then the glass shattered. 

“I don’t know how he would 


have coped with the problems 
that lay there like sleeping 
beasts, but I know how he 
would have approached them 

“He would say over and 
over that the Greek word for 
Idiot meant one who took no 
part in the affairs of his stale 
. . . One of his earliest themes 
was the 1mi>ortance of ser¬ 
vice. 

"God grant us always 
young people who feel that 
way.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — 
Actor Jim Stacy grinned and 
said, “I’m going to make it 
*11 right. It’s a matter of 
hanging in there." 

Jim is out of the intensive 
care unit at UCLA Medical 
Centre where his left arm and 
leg were amputated follow¬ 
ing a motorcycle accident fhe 
last day of September. 

He isftG years old. an ath¬ 
letic guy who took pride in his 
physical condition and in 
doing his own stunts in mov¬ 
ies and on television. 

Jim was a football star in 
high school, a little all- 
America halfback at Glendale 
College, and played briefly 
in the Canadian Football 
League. He starred in his own 
western series, Lancer, for 
two years. 

Now he sits swathed in sur¬ 
gical gauze in a private room 
at the hospital seeing a few 
friends each day. growing 
strong and more determined 
to face the future optimistical¬ 
ly- 

Jim was lucky to escape 
with his life. His companion. 
Clair Oox, 27, was riding be¬ 
hind Stacy on the motorcycle 
and was killed when the bike 
was sideswiped on the nar¬ 
row, twisting Benedict Can¬ 
yon mad. ... 

The driver of the car that 
struck them, Carter Gordon, 
was booked for felony drunk¬ 
en driving. 

Hollywood friends, led by 


Jack Haley Jr. and actor Mi¬ 
chael Callan, organized a 
drive to collect 60 pints of 
Wood administered him by the 
hospital before and during the 
surgery that saved his life.

And Steves added t “When 
you have a principle like this, 
you have to stand up with a 
clear conscience and take a 
stand, even if it means voting 
against your government.” 

Labor Minister William 
King said that it was neces¬ 
sary to study the methods of 


bringing farm and domestic 
workers under provincial 
labor law, to find out how 
litany people would be affect¬ 
ed and ways of enforcing the 
laws in industries where 
many employers had only one 
or two employees. 

However, wide-ranging ag- 
r 1 c u 11 u r a 1 legislation in¬ 
troduced this session may en¬ 
able farmers to offer better 
wages to their hired hands, he 
said. 

Gabelmann said, however, 
that he didn’t feel any study 
was necessary and any em¬ 
ployer, no matter what his 
business, who couldn’t pay his 
employees a decent wage 
shouldn't be in business. 

Steves complained that 
some farm labor in his riding 
and elsewhere in the Lower 
Mainland was “near-slave 
labor,’’ because many 
workers were still being paid 
$1 an hour or less. 

Steves also felt the bill “en¬ 
couraged class distinction” by 
not allowing professionals and 
teachers at one end to come 
under the legislation, and the 
farm workers and domestic 
workers at the other end. 

The actual section of the 
bill debated was a long list of 
definitions of various terms in 
the labor relations field, and 


If the two NDPers opposed It 
because It was not stringent 
enough, the . opposition was 
against it because it was too 
stringent. 

Liberal MLAs were particu¬ 
larly critical of a definition of 
professional strikebreaker 
which they claimed could be 
used to banning of manage¬ 
ment and supervisory person¬ 
nel working during the strike. 

King argued, however, that 
if a looser definition waa in 
the act, it would still be possi¬ 
ble to use real strike breakers 
which was opposed by the 
government. 

Other lengthy debates were 
held on definitions of “depen¬ 
dent contractors” and em¬ 
ployee. 

All in all it took the house 
more than three hours to 
complete debate on the one 
section of the 153-section bill. 
A long debate is anticipated 
as more than 85 amendments 
have been suggested, 18 of 
them by King. 

Although no NDP back¬ 
benchers have broken ranks 
with the government before, 
such desertion on minor sec¬ 
tions of bills occurred oc¬ 
casionally under the former 
Social Credit regime. 

Herb Capozzi (formerly SC

The posted price is an arbi¬ 
trary figure used to determine 
the amount of royalty taxes 
the companies must pay for 
the oil they drill and ship. The 
new posted prices meant that 
Western oil companies must 
pay $3.01 in taxes on each 
barrel of oil. or only 64 cents 
less than the market price.

He suggested the establish¬ 
ment of an accumulative dev¬ 
elopment fund from which the 
needed money could be bor¬ 
rowed and paid back into the 
municipal coffers at a reason¬ 
able interest rate. 

“It would meet the neces¬ 
sary public works demands, 
but it also could be used in 
other departments. If two 
mills would be levied, we 
could have ample money 
within about five years. 

“It wouklaid the municipal¬ 
ity in catching up with the 
backlog of road development 
and drainage," Cannon said. 
Aid. Tom Burge suggested 
that Cannon'll idea should per¬ 
haps be presented to council 
in a more detailed report. 

Following Aid. Dennis Ho¬ 
gan’s recommendation, coun¬ 
cil will ask the highways de¬ 
partment to install more ob¬ 
vious 50-miles-an-hour signs 
along the Trans-Canada High¬ 
way near the Fullers Lake 
Arena and Henry Road inter¬ 


section. He said that because 
of recent serious accidents, 
the speed limit there was lo¬ 
wered from 60 miles an hotir. 

Hogan said many cars now 
ere stopped by police in that 
area and "this is not good for 
the reputation of the munici¬ 
pality.

Old as the Ark? 


Farmers in northern Al¬

TORONTO tCP) — On the 
side of a mountain peak that 
rises 17,000 feet above the 
frontier between Turkey and 
Soviet Armenia there are an¬ 
cient timbers from an un¬ 
known, man-made structure. 

Some people, including their 
discoverer, Fernand Navarra, 
a French demolition expert, 
believe them to be part of the 
skeleton of a huge, 5.000-year- 
old ship — Noah’s Ark. 

Ararat, the highest in a 
cluster of peaks referred to as 
the Mountains of Ararat, has 
been considered the site of the 
ark for centuries by the 
neighboring peoples. 

Prof. R. K. Harrison, who 
teaches Old Testament in the 
Toronto School of Theology, 
said: 

"There is obviously an ar¬ 
tifact of s->me kind on Ararat 
at the 14,000-foot level. How 
did it get there and when? 
Personally, I believe it possi¬ 
ble that the ark is there. I see 
the Genesis stories as ancient 
history writing and not as 
myths. So many of the appar-

I^enton said in an interview:

In my view, 
there was a Noah’* Ark that 
came to rest on Mount 
Ararat. 

‘'One early account says the 
ark used to be lower down the 
mountain but that it was 
taken up and rebuilt near the 
peak as' a shrine during the 
time of plague about 400 A.D. 
The planks we found in 1969 
could have been part of the 
newer wood used at that junc¬ 
ture.” 


ent legends in Scripture have 
turned out to be true and to 
have had a basis of truth that 
liberal scholars have been too 
ready to dismiss.” 

On the other hand. Prof, 
.lohn Halladay Jr. of the de¬ 
partment of Near Eastern stu¬ 
dies at University of Toronto, 
is completely sceptical: 

"What you have in the Gen¬ 
esis story of the flood is.,myth 
and not fact. It is common in 
a number of ancient tradi¬ 
tions, some of them older 
than the account of Genesis, 
for example, in the Gilgamesh 
epic.” 

Navarra’s find set off a 
furore both in scientific and 
religious circles. Although 
scarcely a summer has gone 
by since 1955, when Navarra 
found the remnants, without 
one or more attempts to fol¬ 
low Navarra’s lead, most 
investigators have been ama¬ 
teurs with little hope of dis¬ 
covering anything.

On Tuesday Max. who for 
20 years had made his second 
home aboard the Mel close hy 
hjs beloved Green,—died at 
redars Private Hospital in hi* 
S 6 th year. 

The Green was one of six 
100 -ton whalers that came 
around Cape Horn about the 
time of the First World War 
to make their home port Vic¬ 
toria. They were the Grepn. 


Blue, Rlark, White, Brown 
and Rose., 

Evntually they went for 
sc rap. One became a break¬ 
water at Britannia Reach and 
Ixihbrunner bought the Green. 

For him it was a living me¬ 
mento of earlier days when he 
spent most of his time at sea. 
Rut he was not a whale hunt¬ 
er. He was a seal hunter and 
after sealing out of Victoria 
ended in 1911, he spent an¬ 
other 30 years roaming North 
Pacific waters fishing, buying 
furs, trapping and exploring. 

He had a lot of stories to 
tell His old buddies, while 
they lasted, dropped hy to 
visit him on the Green. He 


talked of \nyages to Hawaii 
and Japan. Russia and the 
Bering Sea. 

He talked of his Indian 
friends Dandy Peter. Eve¬ 
ning Star Brown. Police 
George and Nootka Jim. 

He told of finding the names 
of Captain George Van¬ 
couver’s ships. Discovery and 
Chatham, on hoards nailed up 
nn a high spot on Baranof 
Island. Alaska. 

"He always seemed at 
heart a poet the way he saw 
the sea," said Mrs. Ursula 
Jupp. a fellow member of the 
Thermopylae Club, Wednes¬ 
day bight 


"He had an affinity for na¬ 
ture," she went on. "When he 
was living on the Mel, otters 
used to come to visit him. At 
one time he kept a tame cou¬ 
gar until it grew too big." 

The Mel is out of sight hut 
it s there, not far from the 
Green, which is still visible 
above the harbor waters. The 
Colonist ran a photo of it last 
Sunday.

Rationing Hinted as Arabs Trim 


Colonist Wirt Strvicts 

A prolonged interruption of 
Middle East oil supplies 
might force the government 
to introduce rationing. Energy 
Minister Donald Macdonald 
warned Wednesday. 

Minutes before news of a 5 
per cent cut in Arab oil sup¬ 
plies to pro-Israeli countries 
reached Ottawa. Macdonald 
told reporters the government 
likely will consider any inter¬ 
ruption longer than HO days 
serious enough to institute ra¬ 
tioning. « 

The government would have 
to decide what energy sup¬ 
plies are essential and ration 
on that basis.

Herb Wheat, president of 
the Island milk producers’ or¬ 
ganization. said in Nanaimo 
Wednesday that his group is 
seeking an increase of $2 
above the board price of 
510.23 per hundred pounds of 
milk to help offset recent in¬ 
creases in the price of hay 
and grain fed to dairy cattle. 

Wheat said that based on 
feed prices in October. 1972. 
and the corresponding month 
this year, farmers have lost 
an average of $l,4ftft per 10ft 
cows in the 12 months. 

In a telegram to Premier 
Barrett and Agriculture Min¬ 
ister Dave Stupich, the associ¬ 
ation said that it is not only 
Island farmers but also their 
mainland counterparts who 
are "up in arms" over the sit¬ 
uation. 

The losses, outlined for the 
month of October, Wheat 
added, have been continuous 
since the first of July and he 
blamed strikes and other 
labor troubles for the in¬ 
creases. 

He said the Island farmers 
will "pull the plugs from their 
tanks and let the milk run 
into the ground” unless some¬ 
thing is done immediately. 

Wheat's wife underlined the 
need for a price increase hy 
saying she knew of onp dairy 
family in this area which re¬ 
ceived its monthly milk che¬ 
que and "it failed lo cover the 
feed hill, let alone provide TOC 
the necessities of life for the 
family." 

She contends it is the midd¬ 
lemen truckers, dairy em¬ 
ployees and others who 
have gained from recent re¬ 
tail milk price increases and 
that "over the., year. -very lit¬ 
tle of this money, has see|>ed 
hack to the producers." 

In a brief interview from 
Victoria Wednesday. Stupich 
said it is unfortunate the 
dairy farmers are taking this

• HAVANA (Reuter i 
Cuban security men directed 
hy Prime Minister f idel Cas¬ 
tro freed the French and Bel¬ 
gian amhassad >rs Wednesday 
Bfter tjjey had been held hos¬ 
tage for 24 hours by an anti- 
CtetTO gunman. 

The kidnapper, a Cuban in 
his 30s, was reported shot and 
wounded in the rescue opera¬ 
tion. He had threatened to kill 


himself and the two difdomats 
unless he was granted a safe- 
conduct flight from Cuba. 

French Ambassador Pierre 
Anthonioz and Belgian Am¬ 
bassador Jean Somerhausen 
were unharmed. 

The end of the ordeal for 
both ‘ diplomats came when 
Anthonioz returned from the 
foreign ministry where, act¬ 
ing as go-betweens, he had a 


round of talks with Cuban of¬ 
ficials on the kidnapper's de¬ 
mands. 

Sources in the embassy said 
the ambassador knocked on 
the door of his office where 
the kidnapper was keeping his 
other hostage and identified 
himself.

Israelis 
‘Ready 
To Give’

Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban said at the 
United Nations Wednesday that if Israel’s security is 
guaranteed, the government is prepared to make “the 
most substantial compromises” in an effort to achieve 
a final peace settlement with th£ Arabs. 


Eban was responding to a 
question about possible 
concessions Israel might 
make in negotiations leading 
to a .lasting Middle East set¬ 
tlement. 

He said Premier (iolda 
Meir had just communicated 
Israel’s position to several 
friendly heads of slate. 

He stressed that there must, 
be a separation between a 
ceasefire and negotiations for 
a settlement. 

"If you want to say to us 
what will we give in return 
for a ceasefire, we will give a 
ceasefire,” Eban told report¬ 
ers. 

"if you want to know what 
we will give for peace, then 
we will certainly be ready for 
the most substantial compm- 
mises, provided, of course, 
that our basic security is not 
affected.” 

The United States and the 
Soviet Union have engaged in 
extensive discussions in the 
last few days in efforts to find 
a solution to the Middle East 
conflict. it; was learned 
Wednesday in Washington. 

V.S. officials are known to 
feel that the discussions have 
not reached the point of spe¬ 
cific language for a solution. 
But they believe there has 
been a change in the'diplo¬ 
matic situation. 

The talks apparently have 
taken place between Secre¬ 
tary o( State Henry Kissinger 
and Anatoly Dobrynin, the So¬ 
viet ambassador to the United 
States. 

Among the possibilities 
coming from the U.S.-Soviet 
discussions are a ceasefire in

Pollution, drought and the 
U.S. energy crisis art all tied 
In with the weather, and can 
he more effectively dealt with 
as improved methods of 
weather forecasting became 
available. 

That’s the assumption of an 
International group of meteo¬ 
rologists and oceanographers 
attending a seminar in Vic¬ 
toria this week to explore the 
relationship between the sea 
and the weather. 

“The ultimate aim is not 
only to understand what 
causes climate aberrations, 
but to understand it well 
enough to make accurate 
forecasts,” said one of the 
* em in a r ’ s leaders, Dr.‘ 
Jerome Namias of the Scripps 
Institute of Oceanography in 
La Jolla, Calif. 

Namias, interviewed 
Wednesday after the semi¬ 
nar’s opening session, said 
that this year’s drought in 
Rub-Saharan Africa is “a 
prime example” of climate- 
related problems that, if fore¬ 
seen, “man could take steps 
to deal with in advance.” 

Extremes of air pollution 
could also be predicted with 
advance knowledge of atmo¬ 
spheric conditions and tem¬ 
peratures. Namias said. 

Improved long-range cli¬ 
mate forecasts would indicate 
temperature extremes which 
would likely make the Amer¬ 
ican energy crisis more 
severe. 

Namias said the specific 
purpose of the Victoria semi¬ 
nar — one in a series of three 
— is to “assess the present 
state of understanding” of the 
role of the ocean in predicting 
climate. 

. Scientists from eight coun¬ 
tries, meeting under the aus¬ 
pices of the U.S. National 
Academy of Sciences, will 
spend four days exchanging 
Information and experimental 
data. At die end of the semi¬ 
nar they will make recom¬ 
mendations for further experi¬ 
ments. 

Namiae eaid scientists are 
hying to develop a better 
understanding of the in¬ 
terchange of heat and energy 
between the ocean surface 
and the atmosphere. 

The ocean gives heat to the 
atmosphere, and the interac¬ 
tion is an important factor in 
the formation of storms or 
other weather systems, he ex¬ 
plained. 

Because the ocean moves 
slowly and conserves heat for 
long intervals, it is "a good 


candidate” for experiments to 
explain abnormal variations 
in the atmosphere. 

Namias says the subject Is 
“an old idea” but it has be¬ 
came more popular in the 
past five years. 

“Until recently,” he stated, 
"we didn’t have the sophis¬ 
ticated oceanography data 
and high speed computing 
systems that are available 
now. 

“lt’s still way off in the fu¬ 
ture, but we hope ultimately 


to make forecasts for months 
or even years ahead. 

“In time, it should be possi¬ 
ble to forecast the general 
character of coming sea¬ 
sons.” 

The seminar, being held at 
the Century Inn through Sat¬ 
urday, is part of the Interna¬ 
tional Decade of Ocean Explo¬ 
ration. Its panel consists of 25 
scientists from Canada, the 
U . S . , England. Iceland. 
France, Denmark, East Ger¬ 
many and Japan.

A shouting match, triggered 
by the dropping of the word 
"corruption,” exploded on the 
floor of the B.C. Legislature 
Wednesday flight; HIT the fall 
session moved into its first 
night sitting. 

The incident involving Lib¬ 
eral leader David Anderson 
(Victoria) and Transport Min¬ 
ister Robert Strachan came 
shortly before government 
legislation to assure the in- 
come of farmers passed final 
reading, with all opposition 


members voting against the 
bill. 

Apparently piqued by refer¬ 
ences of "schooypoy” aimed 
at. him from government 
benches, Anderson looked at 
Strachan and said, “At least 1 
haven’t graduated to the point 
of corruption you have.” 

The minister, a popular tar¬ 
get of opposition barbs this 
session, leaped to his feet red¬ 
faced and demanded that An¬ 
derson refract his statement. 

He ignored calls of “wild 
man, wild man” from the 


Social Credit benches. 
Anderson eventually admit¬ 
ted that he had exceeded the 
“limits of good taste" and # 
apologized. 

The opposition vigorously 
opposed the Farm Income As¬ 
surance Act. which would 
guarantee the price that a 
farmer receives for his 
various crops through a spe¬ 
cial fund, because it / felt it 
whs too vague, and placed no 
limits on the money which the 
government might spend.

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Rationing Hinted as Arabs 


A prolonged interruption of 
Middle East oil supplies 
might force the government, 
to introduce rationing. Energy 
Minister Donald Macdonald 
warned Wednesday. 

Minutes before news of a 5 
per cent cut in Arab oil sup¬ 
plies to pro-Israeli countries 
reached Ottawa. Macdonald 
told reporters the government 
likgly vvill consider any inter¬ 
ruption longer than 60 days 
serious enough to institute ra¬ 
tioning. 

The government would have 
to decide what energy sup¬ 
plies are essential and ration, 
on that basis. 


Mideast Production To Shrink Monthly 


Meanwhile, the U.S. House 
o f Representatives over¬ 
whelmingly qmroved a bill 
Wednesday to require Pres¬ 
ident Nixon to impose ration¬ 
ing on production and whol- 
sesale distribution of crude oil 
and all refined petroleum 
products, and to forbid their 
e.\|X>rt.

.lust after he spoke, the 
Arab nations announed an im¬ 
mediate 5 per cent cut on all 
oil exports to the U.S. and 
other countries supporting 
Israel. 

Sending western Canadian 
crude to eastern markets, 
normally dependent on

ada stops at Toronto. 

Earlier,-'Macdonald told the 
Commons that crude oil re¬ 
serves will last about 45 days 
if supplies to eastern markets 
are cut off. There would he 
enough beating oil to keep eas- ~ 
tern consumers going for 
about 100 days. 

He said a meeting would be 
held soon, possibly Friday, 


with oil industry s|x>kesman 
to discuss contingency plans. 

The government wants to 
gc.t the views on various Ca¬ 
nadian oil exporters. It also 
holies to get an up-to-date pic¬ 
ture of what assurances in¬ 
dustry spokesmen can offer 
on holding back on price in¬ 
creases to domestic con¬ 
sumers. he said. 

The government announced 
Sept. 4 thal it would seek a 
voluntary price freeze from 


oil companies as an anti-inlla- 
tion measure. 

Macdopald also told the 
Commons that alternate natu¬ 
ral gas supplies still are being 
sought in Alberta to avert a 
possible winter shortage in 
British Columbia. 

Until this is determined, no 
decision would be made on 
whether to reduce gas exports 
from B.C. to protect domestic 
users.

Cuban security men directed 
by Prime Minister Fidel Cas¬ 
tro freed Uhe French and Bel¬ 
gian ambassadors Wednesday 
after they had been held hos¬ 
tage for 24 hours by an anti- 
Castro gunman. 

The kidnapper, a Cuban in 
his 30s. was reitorted shot and 
wounded in the rescue opera¬ 
tion. He had threatened to kill 


himself and the two diplomats 
unless he was granted a safe- 
conduct flight from Cuba. 

French Ambassador Pierre 
Anthonioz and Belgian Am¬ 
bassador Jean Somerhausen 
were unharmed. 

The end of the ordeal for 
both diplomats came when 
Antho^io/. returned from the 
foreign ministry where, act¬ 
ing as go-betweens, he had a

Sirica's decision in the Sen¬ 
ate panel’s case docs not af¬ 
fect his earlier ruling that 
President Nixon m required to 
turn over the tapes of Water¬ 
gate-related conversations 
with his top aides to Special 
Prosecutor Archibald Oox. 


Israelis 
‘Ready 
To Give’ 


Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban said at the 
United Nations Wednesday that if Israel’s security is 
guaranteed, the government is prepared to make "the 
most substantial compromises” in an effort to achieve 
a final peace settlement with the Arabs. 


Eban was responding to a 
question about possible 
concessions Israel might 
make in negotiations leading 
to a lasting Middle East set¬ 
tlement. 

He said Premier Golda 
Meir had just communicated 
Israel’s position to several 
friendly heads of state. 

He stressed that there must 
be a separation between a 
ceasefire and negotiation* for 
a settlement. 

“If you want to say tn us 
what will we give in return 
for a ceasefire, we will giv e a 
ceasefire,’’ Eban told report¬ 
ers. 

“If you want to know what 
we will give for peace, then 
we will certainly be ready for 
the most substantial compro¬ 
mises, provided, of course, 
that our basic security is not 
affected." 

The United States and the 
Soviet Union have engaged in 
extensive discussions in the 
last few days in efforts to find 
a solution to the Middle Easl 
conflict, it: was tallied 
Wednesday in Washington. 

• -41.6. officials are known to 
feel that the discussions have 
not. reached the point of spe¬ 
cific language for a solution. 
But they believe there has 
been a change in the diplo- 
*matic situation. 

. The talks apparently have 
taken place between Secre¬ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger 
and Anatoly Dobrynin, the So¬ 
viet ambassador to the United 
States. 

Among the possibilities 
coming from the U.S.-Soviet 
discussions are a ceasefire in 
place of a return to the bound¬ 
aries existing before the Arab 
attack nearly two weeks ago. 

Meanwhile, President Nixon 
met with the foreign minister 
of four Arab nations Wednes¬ 
day and proclaimed after¬ 
ward that 3 Mideast peace 
“can and will and must be 
achieved.” 

Eban would not. elaborate 
on possible compromises, and 
noted Mrs. Meir’i statement 
to the Israeli parliament 
Tuesday. She said no cease¬ 
fire proposal had been re¬ 
ceived from the Arabs, and 
that “we shall say yes or no 
when we see it.” 

’Ihe foreign minister did not: 
make clear whether Israel 
would accept a ceasefire 
freezing current battle lines. 

In Paris, President Leopold 
Senghor of Senegal said

Ratepayers Press 
For Sewer Ballot 


QUALICUM BEACH — 
Qualicum Beach Residents 
Association has asked council 
to hold a referendum during 
the Nov. 17 municipal elec- 
lions to seek ratepayers’ opin¬ 
ion of the Nanaimo Regional 
Board's plan as it concerns 
sewers for the village. 

However. Mayor Charles 
Darkis said this would be an 
exercise in futility because 
the regional district has been 
given authority by the provin¬ 
cial government to treat and 
dispose of all sewage, and the 
village has no power to con¬ 
travene the district’s deci¬ 
sions. 

Darias said the village can 
hold a referendum and tax¬ 
payers be given the opportuni¬ 
ty to decide whether they 
want a collection system with¬ 
in the municipality. 

The mayor said he is con¬ 
fident the Nanaimo Regional 
District Sewer Authority will 
approve the Qualicum Beach 
proposed system using a la¬ 


goon. and he expects to have 
confirmation of this in two 
weeks. Assuming permission 
is given, the earliest a refer¬ 
endum could be held would be 
in January. 

Taxpayers can decide on 
the municipal collection of 
sewage, but the method of 
treatment and disposal is up 
to the regional board, he em¬ 
phasized. 

Darkis said tjiere is no .way 
Qualicum Beach can stop the 
regional district’s sewer pro¬ 
gram that has already started 
in the Nanaimo area. He does 
not believe the regional board 
is so blind it will not inves¬ 
tigate alternatives to the pro¬ 
posed system with a trunk 
sewer line up the coast. 

He said the regional board 
realizes the trunk line is a 
“bit much” for the present, 
but maybe will be called for 
in 10 to 15 years. 

Aid. Bruce Broun said that 
Qualicum Beach’s proposed 


system using a lagoon and 
sprinkler system was suggest¬ 
ed by the present council. He 
also pointed out the system 
does not involve dumping ef¬ 
fluent into the ocean.

Cannon said that proposed es¬ 
timates usually had to lx* 
drastically cut. which in turn 
created a shortage of funds to 
look after necessary work. He 
mainly referred to the public 
works budget. y 
He suggested the establish¬ 
ment of an accumulative dev¬ 
elopment fund from which the 
needed money could be bor¬ 
rowed and paid back into the 
municipal coffers at a reason¬ 
able interest rate. 

“It would meet the neces¬ 
sary public w’orks demands, 
but it also could be used in 
other departments. If two 
mills would be levied, we 
could have ample money 
within aboul five years. 

* It would aid the municipal¬ 
ity in catching up with the 
backlog of road development 
and drainage,” Cannon said. 
Aid. Tom Burge suggested 
that Cannon’s idea should per¬ 
haps be presented to council 
in a more detailed report. 

Following Aid. Dennis Ho¬ 
gan’s recommendation, coun¬ 
cil will ask the highways de¬ 
partment to install more ob¬ 
vious 50-miles-an-hour signs 
along the Trans-Canada High¬ 
way near the Fullers Lake 
Arena and Henry Road inter¬ 
section. He said that because 
of recent serious accidents, 
the speed limit there was lo¬ 
wered from 60 miles an hour. 

Hogan said many cars now 
are stopped by police in that 
area and "this is not good for 
the reputation of the munici¬ 
pality. I agree with radar 


checks, hut the speed zone 
should be more clearly 
marked." 

In other business, council 
was told that McKinnon and 
Duncan Aid.

Servants 9 Bargaining Pleases Most

Happy: more than 
20,000. Unhappy: about 250. 

That seemed to be the final 
score among civil servants 
Tuesday as they commented 
on the new Public Service 
Labor Relations Act which 
will give them collective bar¬ 
gaining and the right to strikp 
for, the first time. 

The happy 20,000 are the 
members of the B.C. Govern- 
m e n t Employees’ Union 
whose spokesman John Fryer 
described the bill as “by and 


large a progressive piece of 
legislation.” 

The unhappy 250 are the 
government’s stationary engi¬ 
neers. many of whom took 
Tuesday off from work in a 
“study session” to demon¬ 
strate against the bill in front 
of the legislative buildings. 

However, Fryer warned 
that the number of unhappy 
workers could increase if 
ferry workers are not reas¬ 
sured that their current mem¬ 
orandum of agreement with 
the government won’t be nul¬ 
lified until a properly nego¬ 


tiated contract is ready to 
take its place. 

Fryer promised that the 
BOGFAJ would “do everything 
we can as a union to make 
the legislation work in the 
best interest of taxpayers in 
the province and union 
members.” 

He was particularly pleased 
that the right to strike had 
been retained for all em¬ 
ployees, and said he thought 
the bill would lead to "less 
disruption” than would have 
one that forbade strikes. 

Any bill no* giving the right 
to strike “would have been 


* ** • _ 

guaranteed disruptions,” he 
said. Referring to Provincial 
Secretary Ernest Hall's 
suggestion that he would try 
to get tacit agreement that es¬ 
sential workers would not 
strike. Fryer said such a deci¬ 
sion "will be made by the 
members.” But he hoped the 
government wouldn’t initiate 
such ideas. 

The main complaint of the 
power engineers was that 
they would no longer have 
their own bargaining unit but 
would be lumped in with 
tradespeople and technicians 
in one unit. 


This did not deal with the 
unique conditions of their oc¬ 
cupation, said spokesman 
Rodger Taylor, because in 
some ways they were closer 
to the professions than to the 
technicians. 

However. Hail jsaid he did 
not intend to make any 
concessions to the engineers 
because he had already met 
them and found their conten¬ 
tions to be without validity. If 
each occupation had its owji 
bargaining unit, there could 
be at least 350 separate units, 
he Said, which would be ”ri-* 
diculous.” 


Fryer agreed with Hall and 
suggested there could be as 
many as 1.500 separate bar¬ 
gaining units if each clas¬ 
sification had its own., “For 
instance, we have one brick¬ 
layer in the government ser¬ 
vice, just one. Would you ex¬ 
pect film to be his own bar¬ 
gaining unit?" 

He. in fact, commended the 
government for trying to 
"avoid fragmentation" into 
many bargaining units. The 
move “can only lead to 
greater peace and harmony in 
the government service.”

Security guards, hired by 
both sides during the dispute 
will be withdrawn.

previously held by the other 
faction’s security guards. 


while in return they can leave 
the basement kitchen and up¬ 
stairs wing without fear of 
being locked out. 

Their lawyer, Hugh McMil¬ 
lan, said Tuesday that the 
three have remained in Uie 
building since March, living 
on supplies brought in by 
friends, because they Were 
afraid that if they left they 
would not be able to return.

• Use the best parts of 
both hospitals and associated 
facilities. 

However, he went on to say 
he thought all three possibili¬ 
ties had already been studied 
and the third chosen. 

Wallace said he confirmed 
with Jubilee executive direc¬ 
tor A. C. Pickles, however, 
that Foulkes had, "in all 
seriousness” listed the scrap¬ 
ping of the present hospitals 
as a real option available. 

"Such a statement is in¬ 
credible. It’s very irrespon¬ 
sible,’’ said Wallace. Over the 
past 10 years, he estimated 
that $10 million had gone into 
capital expenses at the Jubi¬ 
lee- and people nvould lose 
great confidence if they 
thought there was any chance 
at all of that being wasted.

disgust you." 


Staff Cuts Irk 
Airport Firemen

Sidney and North Saanich 
volunteer firemen are being 
asked to refuse to take over 
airport fire protection when 
the Ministry of Transport 
halves its coverage next April 
1. 

? Bill Hitchen, president of 
the Firefighters local of the 
Union of National Defence 
Employees, said Tuesday he 
has written to both councils 
and to the fire departments 
asking that they support the 
defence department em* 
ployeea who will be laid off by 
the move. 

He said he had appealed 
particularly to the volunteer 


firemen who have .jobs of 
their own, not to take over the 
jobs of other men. 

At present a 25-man depart¬ 
ment gives around-the-clock 
service for both emergency 
air crashes and ground fires. 

Starting April 1, that de¬ 
partment will be cut to 13 
men working 18 hours a day 
and then dealing only with air 
crashes. 

Hitchen says that the two 
volunteer departments are not 
geared to deal with other air¬ 
port fires and that the govern¬ 
ment is simply putting dollars 
and cents ahead of the safety 
of the flying ‘public in the 
^ichangeover. 


Police said the action was 
taken "as a result of com¬ 
plaints” but declined to say 
how many there had been. 

Officers said no charges 
were contemplated at this 
time. The law requires that 
the film be "brought before a 
justice” as soon as possible 
but what that turns out to be 
in practice is that the office of

Fox Cinema officials said 
the movie was shown once a 
night and drew full houses 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday 
with about a three-quarter 
house Monday. The Fox did 
not show a movie Tuesday 
night and was unsure at a late 
hour what film would be on 
the agenda today. 

If a charge is laid, it will be 
the first of its kind in greater 
Victoria since the skin flick 
Wild Honey was the subject of 
an obscene entertainment 
charge in August, 1972. __ 

Judge William Ostler ruled 
last March after a trial that 
Wild Honey was obscene and 
ordered at 4eFm of probation 
fqr the theatre manager who 
had been charged. His verdict 
-and sentence are being ap¬ 
pealed and a hearing hai 
been set for January In the 
Victoria Law Courts. 
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
